American  Poultrj-  Pedieree  Book  Keoortl — 
Till- K.xhibit  that  Caiiseil  So  Much  Attrac- 
l"u>ii  at  lh«'  l.ate  Bo^t<»Il  Show  — A  Proof 
that  i*ea  i'otiibs  Oiil  ExUt  in  the  Chani- 
berlatn  Strain  of  Light  Brahiiias  — Felch's 
Mai^cot  —  Bought  for  One  Dollar. 


Tt  was  through  the  efforts  of  the  junior 
editor  of  Fakm-Poiltkv  that  Arthur  E. 
>Vloh,  of  the  limi  of  I.  K.  FeU-h  &  Sou,  Niitick, 
Mass..  agreetl  to  plaie  on  exhibition  at  the  late 
Bo>ton  show,  the  stuffeil  image  of  olj  Imperial, 
the  first  Light  Br:ihuia  f0<-feerel  I.  K.  FeK-h 
ever  owneil.  Vi'e  told  the  story  of  his  appear- 
ance at  the  show  in  our  February  1st  issue, 
page  42. 

Those  who  saw  the  few  feathers  and  comb 
that  was  left  of  this  noted  Brahma  cock  (the 
founder  of  the  Felch  pedigree  strain  of  Light 
Brahmas)  at  the  late  Boston  exhibition,  would 
not  imagine  that  in  fai  t  he  was  as  fine  in  form, 
as  perfect  in  a  pea  comb,  with  a  tjiil  and  wing 
flight*  as  black,  and  with  ?banks,  outer  and 
full  half  the  length  of  middle  toe,  as  well 
feathered  as  we  see  K^ilay.  The  plumage  even 
is  not  half  the  length  as  when  the  specimen 
was  set  up,  for  it  has  been  eaten  by  iusects, 
and  the  feathers  fallen  ofl",  until  not  half  the 
plumage  ren)ains. 

Because  of  the  comments  which  have  been 
made,  and  none  hitting  the  real  motives  of 
exhibiting  him,  (or  his  remains,  we  should 
say),  has  prompted  the  junior  editor  to  make 
3Ir.  Felch  a  visit,  and  get  what  facts  he  might 
be  able  to  give  regarding  this  bird.  Mr.  Felch 
said,  in  reply  to  our  inquiries: 

"  It  will  be  remembered  by  those  long  inter- 
ested in  the  Brahmas,  that  in  ISC'}  to  1.S65,  and 
later,  that  there  was  quite  a  paper  war  as  to 
the  first  Brahmas  having  pea  or  single  combs 
— Mr.  Bumham  and  the  Kerr  faction,  claiming 
that  they  had  single  combs.  Thus  were  they 
striving  to  secure  to  the  Gray  Shanghai  or 
C'hittagong  breeds  the  credit  of  producing  the 
Brahmas.  To  keep  in  evidence  the  fact  that 
the  Chamberlain  strain,  the  birds  that  Knox 
found  in  the  India  ship  in  Xew  York  harbor, 
in  1S47,  and  their  subsequent  progeny,  were 
pea  comb,  I  had  this  bird  set  up,  when  some 
thirteen  years  old,  although  it  was  late,  and 
his  plumage  all  discolored  and  falling  off  of 
him. 

"lie  was  hatched  in  18.50,  a  descendant  of 
those  Xew  York  lot  of  birds,  and  when  he  was 
set  up,  the  work  made  him  so  much  of  Game 
shape  that  we  never  took  care  of  him. 

"We  showed  him  first  at  the  Worcester 
Club  show,  in  isai,  when  Mr.  Woodward  then 
gave  up  the  fight  of  the  birds  having  a  pea 
comb.  We  believe  because  of  the  showing  of 
this  effigy  has  done  more  to  sustain  the  fact 
that  the  Chamberlain,  or  Felch  strain  as  it  is 
now  called,  was  the  original, and  pea  comb 
strain. 

"  I  believe  it  can  be  proved  that  the  Phila- 
delphia Brahmas  did  not  have  pea  combs  until 
in  186.3.  Mr.  Pool  then  purchased  of  me  four 
pullets,  daughters  of  this  same  Imperial  Xo. 
300,  at  the  then  considered  munificent  sum  of 
sixteen  dollars.  At  that  time  I  did  not  appre- 
ciate what  I  really  had  in  his  possession. 

"  Those  who  are  as  old  as  I  am  remember 
that  as  late  as  1865,  so  bitter  was  this  pea  comb 
fight  that  we  were  forced  in  our  exhibition  to 
give  premiums  for  both  single  and  pea  comb 
Brahmas  (see  Chicago  show  for  18G5).  These 
pea  comb  specimens  were  in  18.jO  acknowl- 
edged and  named  in  contradiction  to  the  Chit- 
tagongs,  and  for  three  or  four  years  went  with 
the  prefix:  "or  short-legged"  Chittagongs. 


The  peacomb  evidence  was  all;  and  for  the 
same  reason  some  ten  times  before  was  the 
bird  exhibited  as  at  Boston. 

"But  his  beauty  iu  life  was  not  one  whit  less 
than  the  excellent  specimens  we  see  today. 
Were  I  able  to  secure  every  Brahma  male  in 
the  image  of  Imperial  in  his  best  days,  I  would 
be  a  happy  Itreeder  today.  But  he  has  been  the 
founder  whose  progeny  has  been  shipped  to 
every  state  it  the  union,  England,  Denmark, 
Sweden,  Australia  and  France.  He  has  been 
the  foundation  of  a  living  for  I.  K.  Felch,  and 
I.  K.  Felch  &  Son,  since  his  becoming  an 
inmate  of  their  yards. 

"If  there  is  such  a  thing  as  virtue  in  a  mascot, 
surely  this  is  our  mascot.  But  I  have  never 
thought  of  the  mascot,  as  such  until  today.  I 
l)0ught  the  bird  for  one  dollar.  I  have  sold 
thirteen  of  his  descendants  for  thirteen 
hundred  dollars.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  were 
there  a  truthful  record  ke])t,  more  Brahmas 
iu  the  L^uited  States  could  trace  their  lineage 
to  him  than  any  other  Brahma  of  the  past 
times.  I  do  not  believe  that  five  per  cent  of 
that  progeny  could  win  the  laurels  away  from 
him  in  his  best  days. 

"  In  trying  to  alter  the  first  shape  in  which 
he  was  set  up,  served  only  to  make  the  muddle 
worse.  We  have  been  tempted  many  times 
to  burn  thisefHgy  of  hisonce  famous  grandeur. 
But  the  comb  still  remains  to  bear  witness  that 
in  1850,  at  least,  we  had  pea  comb  Brahmas. 


It  was  straight  and  clean,  and  by  counting  the 
serrations  on  this  binl,  did  I  first  in  any  paper 
article  declare  that  the  centre  divisions  had 
seven  small  points  and  the  sides  five.  As  the 
comb  dried  it  became  crooked,  out  of  shape, 
because  the  taxidermist  had  not  sense  enough 
to  put  a  pin  in  it  to  secure  it  in  its  natural  and 
true  position. 

"  It  has  been  a  surprise  to  us  that  the  exhibi- 
tion of  him  at  Boston  has  attracted  the  attention 
and  interest  it  has,  and  brings  regrets  that  we 
at  the  time  of  his  death  had  not  the  fore- 
thought to  secure  him,  as  far  as  it  was  possible, 
in  a  more  truthful  form  and  lifelike  poise. 
We  shall  keep  him  now  as  a  souvenir  of 
Boston's  largest  show  ever  held  in  America." 

All  the  while  Uncle  Isaac  was  explaining 
this  to  the  junior  editor,  he  held  the  famous 
carcass  in  one  hand,  and  pointed  out  his 
meaning  with  the  other.  Then,  having 
finished  telling  all  he  knew,  he  gave  the  grand 
old  bird  another  caress  and  placed  him  back 
on  the  shelf.  Old  Imperial  '.iOO,  although  long 
since  dead,  still  lives  green  in  the  eyes  of  his 
former  faithful  owner.

Pleasure  Derived  in  the  Trip  —  California 
the  Ponltrj'man'8  Paradise  —  Interested 
in  a  Young  Lady  —  An  Aged  Lady's 
Poultry  Work  —  Thirty-five  Carloads  of 
Wheat  to  Pay  for  Two  Carloads  of  Eggs  — 
"Go  West,  Young  Man."

If  one  is  to  travel  first-class,  the  palace> 
sleeping,  and  dining  car  service  presents  the 
comforts  of  home  on  the  rail.  One  has  only  to 
adapt  himself  or  herself  to  the  circumstances, 
and  a  trip  across  the  continent  becomes  one  of 
pleasure  —  not,  as  in  the  past,  one  of  hardship. 

In  the  eight  weeks,  iu  which  I  judged  an 
exhibition  each  week,  and  iu  the  whole  time 
traveled  ten  thousand  miles,  was  mingled 
Iiard  work  and  pleasure,  with  a  means  to 
study  the  immensity  of  our  country,  the 
variant  climates  and  temperature,  even  in  the 
same  latitude,  and  to  have  that  latitude  aflect 
climate  and  temperature  only  at  the  same 
level ;  but  that  altitude  changes  the  climate  and 
temperature  along  the  same  line  of  latitude. 

The  school  boy  learns  that  as  he  travels  from 
the  gulf  to  Boston,  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  the 
cold  increases.  But  the  traveler,  as  he  rides 
due  west  from  Boston,  finds,  w  hen  reaching 
the  slope,  though  fifteen  degrees  below  zero 
at  Boston,  he  can  pick  calla  lilies  and  fuchsias 
in  the  same  latitude  on  the  Pacific  slope ;  and 
that  the  poultry  exhibitions  are  not  marred 
by  unsightly  frozen  specimens,  whose  combs 
and  wattles  ha\e  been  disfigured  by  the  frost. 
Yes,  the  slope  could  be  called  the  poultry 
culturisfB  paradise  —  from  Oakland,  Cali- 
fornia, to  Spokane,  AYashington.  I  did  not 
see  iu  either  of  these  exhibitions,  a  specimen, 
(excepting  two),  to  be  cut  for  condition  or 
disease.  This  must  be  credited  to  climatic 
influence. 

Of  the  season  we  call  winter,  they  have  none 

—  fall,  spring,  summer.  Why  should  n«t 
poultry  do  well?  is  a  question  the  eastern 
traveler  asks.  And  why  do  the  fanciers  and 
poulterers  confine  their  keeping  principally  to 
the  Mediterranean  and  Spanish  breeds?  If 
they  put  these  into  their  exhibitions  iu  prime 
condition,  prime  color,  and  good  generous 
sizes,  can  they  lilame  us  when  we  doubt  their 
assertions  that  Asiatics  and  the  American 
classes  cannot  be  raised  to  Standard  weishts 
on  the  coast?  Is  it  not  that  they  do  not  love 
these  breeds  as  well? 

I  was  very  much  interested  in  watching  the 
anxiety  of  a  young  lady  fancier,  to  see  the 
solicitude  for  the  comfort  of  her  fowls,  and  a 
seeming  anxiety  that  these  specimens  she  had 
raised  and  tended  should  win — not  so  much 
for  herself  as  the  possessor  of  the  specimens 

—  but  this  expression  tells  the  story.  In  talk- 
ing to  the  specimen,  she  said  :  "'  I  am  sorry  for 
you,  for  I  wanted  to  see  you  win."  It  was 
not,  "  I  wanted  to  win  with  you,"'  but  she  was 
sorry  for  the  pullet,  that  she  did  not  win. 

I  thought,  were  I  a  young  man  that  lady 
fancier  would  have  a  chance  to  refuse  me 
twice  at  least  before  I  would  give  up  winning 
her.  Could  any  man  secure  a  love  and  solici- 
tude for  himself  equal  to  that  expressed  for 
her  feathered  pets,  he  would  be  a  happy  man 
indeed,  unless  he  was  a  fool  and  destroyed  it 
all  by  becoming  jealous  of  the  chickens  she 
had  raised  and  petted. 

While  such  personal  interest  in  one's  calling 
always  secures  success,  yet  we  must  see  that 
such  a  climate,  such  temperature,  becomes  a 
grand  adjunct  and  help  to  women  as  fanciers 
iu  such  a  land,  as  compared  to  New  England. 
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Karm:=  Poultry 


I  have  ceased  to  wonder  why  there  were  so 
many  more  women  engaged  in  this  pleasant 
calling  west  than  in  the  east. 

The  superintendent,  in  speaking  of  the 
adaptability  of  women  to  poultry  culture,  cited 
the  fact  that  his  aged  mother, eighty-tive  years 
old,  last  year  raised  and  marketed  in  Oakland 
five  hundred  and  eighty-five  dollars  worth  of 
poultry  and  eggs.  Incident  to  the  narration 
he  said :  "  Thirty-five  years  ago  I  induced  my 
parents  to  come  to  California,  thinking  they 
would  live  a  few  more  years,  and,  as  you  see, 
they  have  found  the  country  a  poor  place  to 
die  in." 

Query :  If  the  fowls  are  strong  and  healthy, 
why  should  not  men  and  women  be,  and  vice 
versa?  It  is  surely  the  Italy  of  America,  and 
all  those  breeds  from  Italy  do  surprisingly  well. 
They  lay  the  year  round.  I  see  no  reason  why, 
by  hatching  the  year  round,  the  product  of 
eggs  could  not  be  comparatively  staple  in  its 
production,  and  the  price  rule  comparatively 
even  all  the  year.  Yet  this  fact  stares  those 
breeders  in  the  face,  that  their  home  produc- 
tion failed  to  supply  the  home  consumption  by 
over  two  million  eggs. 

They  should  be  exporters,  not  importers. 
The  fruit  growing  has  overshadowed  the  poul- 
try industry ;  but  as  their  orchards  increase  in 
years,  and  the  slugs  and  borers  and  other 
enemies  of  the  trees  increase,  the  poultry  as  an 
adjunct  to  the  orchards'  furnishings,  will . 
become  apparent,  and  we  will  soon  see  Cali- 
fornia shipping  to  the  east  carloads  of  eggs 
and  poultry,  as  novf  she  ships  her  oranges, 
peaches,  apricots,  and  pears. 

"Were  the  poultry  growers  of  that  district  to 
ship  their  poultry  dressed  to  the  east  for  a 
single  month,  I  am  of  the  opinion  they  would 
force  the  buyers  to  buy  and  sell  poultry  by  the 
pound  at  home,  and  then  would  the  Asiatic 
and  American  breeds  become  as  popular  as 
now  are  the  Mediterranean  and  Spanish  breeds 
on  the  slope. 

That  the  slope  breeders  of  Minorcas  are 
in  the  front  ranks  is  to  state  a  fact;  and  I  say 
they  have  the  right  of  theliue  at  that  in  size, 
brilliancy  of  color,  health  and  vigor.  I  never 
in  my  life  saw  better;  the  three  Ists  in  the 
classes  reaching  96^  with  cocks  scoring  96. 
Will  any  one  cite  a  class  I  have  ever  judged  that 
can  show  that  record  ? 

I  might  keep  on  writing.  I  am  only  by  so 
doing  in  other  language  'repeating  that  Cali- 
fornia is  the  poultryman's  paradise ;  and  there 
is  little  dift'erence  in  temperature  for  the  whole 
one  thousand  miles  of  coast  line.  Portland, 
Seattle,  or  Spokane  shows  had  no  frosted 
specimens  to  detract  from  the  beauty  of  their 
exhibitions.  Yet  all  these  cities  are  larger 
consumers  than  their  outlying  agricultural 
populations  are  producers  of  eggs. 

An  object  lesson  was  that  when  two  car- 
loads of  eggs  came  to  Spokane  which  took 
thirty-five  car-loads  of  Spokane  wheat  to  pay 
for  them.  Do  you  wonder  that  their  far-seeing 
and  intelligent  real  estate  men  see  the  necessity 
of  awakening  a  zeal  and  interest  in  poultry 
culture?  And  the  best  object  lesson  to  offset 
the  above  was  a  first-class  poultry  exhibition, 
which  resulted  in  the  best  first  poultry  exhi- 
bition for  any  place  I  ever  judged.  The 
enthusiasm  and  the  number  of  purchases  being 
made,  bespeaks  for  their  1897  exhibition  one 
of  great  excellence. 

I  believe  I  am  not  only  doing  a  kindness  but 
a  duty  when  I  see  any  energetic  level-headed 
young  poultry  culturists,  who  have  a  few 
hundred  dollars,  —  to  give  Uncle  Greely's 
advice  and  say,  "  Go  west,  young  man."  The 
whole  country  is  blue,  and  business  dull  now. 
These  wide-awake  cities  of  the  extreme  west 
are  suffering  the  downfall  of  their  booms, 
caused  by  over-enthusiasts,  who,  during  the 
excitement  put  their  money  into  margins,  and 
mortgaged  in  their  zeal  to  carry  the  very  largest 
amount.  They  have  lost  all  they  put  in. 
Today  you  can  go  there,  invest  carefully,  and 
pick  up  what  they  dropped ;  for  in  many  cases 
you  can  buy  for  less  than  the  improvements 
cost. 

Go  make  your  investments  after  carefully 
surveying  the  situation.  Do  business  enough 
to  live  only,  if  you  choose,  and  patiently  wait 
ten  years  to  pick  up  to  say  the  least,  three  times 
what  you  now  will  be  obliged  to  invest.  How 
shall  I  study  the  situation?  I  hear  you  say. 

Your  question  carries  me  back  to  (when 
twenty-one  years  old,  and  the  possessor  of  a 
fine  dapple  gray  horse  and  light  running  two 


wheel  shay),  when  I  had  company  that  was 
agreeable  I  always  thought  it  a  sensible  adage 
which  reads :  "  the  furthest  way  round  is  the 
pleasantest  and  nearest  way  home."  The 
principle  of  studying  the  immensity  of  one's 
country,  or  the  business  of  hunting  out  a 
location  in  which  to  settle,  is  that  which  will 
give  you  a  chance  to  survey  the  most  country 
at  the  least  expense.  Then  if  you  go  two  sides 
of  a  square  for  the  same  expense  you  can 
traverse  the  hj-pothenuse,  (especially  if  three 
times  the  towns  and  cities  are  reached),  that 
should  most  certainly  be  your  route. 

Now,  for  this  reason,  I  should  take  the 
Korthern  Pacific  railroad  from  St.  Paul,  Minn., 
to  Portland,  Oregon,  passing  through  Spokane, 
Seattle  and  Tacoma,  in  Washington,  to  Port- 
land. From  thence  b)'  Southern  Pacific,  one 
thousand  miles  to  that  other  group  of  cities  — 
Sacramento,  Oakland,  San  Francisco,  and  Los 
Angeles,  and  the  fruit  growing  regions  of 
southern  California. 

Thus  you  have  the  chance  to  view,  en  route 
by  the  ^^ortheru  Pacific,  the  Yellowstone  Park, 
the  canyons,  rugged  bluft's,  towering  peaks, 
the  river  falls  and  lakes  in  the  Rocky  Mount- 
ains, to  say  nothing  of  the  immense  plains  and 
prairies  which  seem  a  boundless  ocean;  and 
the  cascades  that  surround  and  pocket  Spo- 
kane. In  this  almost  straight  line  west  see  the 
wonderful  changes  possiljle  on  the  same  par- 
allel of  latitudes ;  thus  securing,  at  the  least 
expense,  a  survey  of  the  very  greatest  area  of 
country  at  the  least  expense  of  any  other  trip 
that  can  be  made  in  the  United  States. 

If  you  are  going  to  California  to  return,  by 
buying  a  ticket  to  and  return,  you  secure  a 
saving,  and  as  the  return  trip  traverses  by  day 
the  same  country  it  passed  in  the  night  going, 
you  secure  a  diversity  of  scenery  —  as  great  as 
by  returning  by  any  other  route,  and  the  sav- 
ing thus  made  enables  one  to  take  other  side 
trips  of  exploration  on  the  ground  decided  to 
settle  in.  Thus  you  combine  pleasure  with 
business,  preparatory  to  settling  down  to  ten 
years  work. 

You  may  doubt  the  soundness  of  my  advice 
in  recommending  a  section  of  the  country 
where  everything  is  at  a  low  ebb,  and  where 
just  now,  to  use  an  expression  I  heard  while 
there, —  the  country  was  full  of  "  rich  poor 
men ! " 

But  here  is  another  ol)ject  lesson :  Would 
Eockefeller  make  a  real  estate  deal  in  Seattle 
of  over  a  million  and  a  quarter  if  he  did  not 
believe  in  its  futui-e,  or  if  he  did  not  see  through 
it  an  outlet  for  a  corresponding  business  in  his 
many  enterprises?  Can  any  capitalist  take 
into  a  town  or  city  of  thirty  thousand  inhabit- 
ants a  million  of  dollars  and  not  thereby 
materially  enhance  and  help  recuperate  from 
any  depression  it  may  have  suflered? 

Young  man,  the  time  to  invest  is  when  the 
capitalist  invests,  for  he  protects  his  invest- 
ments, and  to  do  it  protects  you.  To  buy 
when  the  capitalist  is  unloading,  isto  lose  your 
all. 

But  this  is  not  poultry  culture,  only  so  far  as 
it  may  enable  you  to  locate.  Remember,  these 
are  being  demonstrated  as  home  markets  for 
your  wares  —  poultry,  and  especially  eggs — • 
when  the  average  price  of  eggs  rules  high. 
The  lower  you  secure  your  real  estate  necessary 
for  your  plant,  the  better.  If  for  twenty-five 
dollars  an  acre  you  can  secure  property  that 
will  triple  in  ten  years,  is  it  not  better  than  to 
pay  four  times  that  in  another  section  where 
your  products  will  rule  lower  in  price,  and  ■ 
where  the  increase  in  real  estate  is  far  less 
promising? 

You  have  enough  in  this  medley  to  digest 
for  once,  and  I  will  close  by  saying,  spend  a 
few  dollars  and  see  the  country  you  live  in; 
wash  out  state  lines,  and  become  Americans 
in  America.

Uncle  Isaac  Honored  on  the  Coast. 

When  the  Pacific  Poultry  and  Pigeon  Asso- 
ciation opened  their  show  at  Oakland,  Calif., 
January  16th,  the  president  arose  and  paid 
Uncle  Isaac  Felch  this  compliment : 

"  Mr.  Isaac  K.  Felch,  of  Natick,  Mass.,  who 
has  placed  most  of  the  ribbons  for  us,  is  uni- 
versally acknowledged  to  be  the  best  poultry 
judge  on  this  continent,  if  not  in  the  entire 
world.  It  is  generally  conceded  that  he  has 
done  more  to  advance  the  thoroughbred  poul- 
try industry  than  any  other  man  of  his  time. 
But  it  is  only  necessary  to  mention,  in  order  to 
show  that  he  has  been  equally  enthusiastic  in 
market  poultry,  that  it  is  largely  due  to  his 
eftbrtsthat  the  well  known  Plymouth  Rock, 
the  best  all-purpose  fowl  in  existence  to-day, 
has  reached  its  present  stage  of  excellence, 
while  Felch's  Light  Brahmas  have  been 
shipped  to  all  parts  of  the  world." 

January  2Tth  a  Spokesrnan-Beview  (Spo- 
kane, Wash.)  reporter  found  Mr.  Felch  in  the 
office  of  Mr.  Everett,  in  the  First  national 
bank  building,  surrounded  by  a  group  of  local 
"  chicken  cranks."  He  was  telling  a  story 
expressive  of  his  surprise  of  Spokane.  Sharp 
Butterlield  ranks  in  Canada  as  Mr.  Felch 
ranks  in  this  country  as  a  poultry  expert.  He 
is  from  England,  but  his  home  is  now  at 
Windsor,  Ontario.  The  two  experts  were  at 
a  big  poultry  show  in  Chicago,  and  after  it 
was  over  3Ir.  Butterfield  was  taken  out  to  the 
stock  yards  and  shown  the  process  of  pork 
packing  on  the  Chicago  scale.  He  was 
impressed,  and  after  considerable  refiectiou, 
said : 

"  When  I  go  back  to  England  I  am  going  to 
tell  Henry  Beldeu  about  this,  and  I  know  just 
what  he  will  say.  He  will  say  this:  'Ten 
thousand  a  day,  three  hundred  thousand  a 
mouth,  and  three  million  six  hundred  thou- 
sand a  year.  Butterfield,  you  are  a  dauged 
liar.  There  are  not  so  many  hogs  in  America."' 

"  That  was  the  way  I  felt,"  said  Mr.  Felch, 
"  when  they  showed  me  the  big  flour  mills, 
and  told  me  what  they  were  turning  out  daily. 
I  felt  like  saying  there  was  not  that  much 
wheat  in  this  section.  They  tell  me,  though, 
that  you  grow  lots  of  it  just  over  these  hills, 
and  I  have  no  doubt  that  enough  wheat  is 
being  wasted  in  your  wheat  districts  to  make 
$1,000,000  worth  of  chickens  every  year." 

"  Mr.  Felch,  what  does  the  poultry  business 
of  the  United  States  amount  to  every  year?" 
asked  the  reporter. 

"  Six  hundred  million  dollars  is  a  low  esti- 
mate. You  can  figure  it  for  yourself.  I  demon- 
strated not  long  ago  that  the  average  price  of 
eggs  in  my  JIassachusetts  home  for  the  past 
eight  years  has  been  thirty  and  one-half  cents 
per  dozen.  But  we'll  put  it  lower  than  that. 
We'll  say  twenty-five  cents.  It  is  a  conser\  a- 
tive  estimate  to  say  that  the  average  family 
consumes  two  dozen  eggs  a  week^sayone  hun- 
dred dozen  a  year.  This  means  twenty-five 
dollars.  It  is  putting  it  low  to  say  that  the 
average  family  consumes  twenty  dollars  worth 
of  poultry  each  year.  This  gives  forty-five 
dollars  a  year  for  each  family,  or  for  15,000,000 
families  $675,000,000. 

"  But  this  is  not  all.  The  encyclopedia  says 
that  in  1802  the  hotels  and  restaurants  con- 
sumed $62,000,000  worth  of  poultry  and  eggs. 
Owing  to  the  increase  of  population  it  cannot 
be  less  than  $100,000,000  a  year  now.  There 
are  used  in  the  manufacture  of  fine  leather  not 
less  than  $100,000,000  worth  of  eggs,  and  there 
are  also  used  vast  quantities  of  eggs  in  other 
manufactures,  such  as  the  making  of  ether, 
etc.  Taking  the  United  States  and  Canada 
together,  I  have  not  the  least  doubt  that  the 
poultry  and  egg  industry  amounts  every  year 
to  $850,000,000. 

"  The  reason  that  this  is  not  more  generally 
understood  is  because  so  little  of  this  comes 
into  the  commerce  of  the  country.  The  pro- 
ducers consume  their  products  at  home.  City 
people  often  forget  to  what  an  extent  eggs  and 
poultry  enter  into  the  food  supply  of  the  people 
on  the  farm. 

"  In  18G9  I  went  before  the  state  board  of 
agriculture  of  Massachusetts,  and  estimated 
the  industry  at  $500,000,000.  They  thought 
my  figures  were  exaggerated,  and  a  week  later 
one  of  the  members  called  on  me  and  said  that 
he  owed  me  an  apology.  He  said  that  when  I 
gave  my  statement  he  had  set  me  down  as  the 
monumental  liar  of  this  country,  but  after 
investigation  he  had  become  convinced  that  I 
was  quite  within  the  bounds  of  fact. 


"  No  farmer  should  have  less  than  one  hun- 
dred chickens.  Give  them  shelter  and  a  place 
to  rest,  and  they  will  take  care  of  themselves. 
A  bushel  of  wheat  will  keep  a  hen  a  year,  and 
with  ordinary  care  she  will  produce  ten  dozen 
eggs  a  year,  and  hatch  and  rear  a  brood  of 
chickens.  My  Brahma  hens  in  flocks  of 
seventy-five  have  averaged  one  hundred  and 
sixty  eggs  a  year,  and  hatched  and  reared  a 
brood." 

February  2d,  the  same  Spokane  journal 
reported  this  meeting : 

The  association  held  a  meeting  at  Mr.  Lift- 
child's  office  last  evening,  at  which  Judge  Felch 
was  invited  to  be  present.  After  the  business 
of  the  meeting  had  been  disposed  of,  President 
Dwight  took  Mr.  Felch  by  the  arm  and  led 
him  to  the  centre  of  the  room.  The  noted 
poultry  judge  looked  bewildered  at  first,  evi- 
dently being  at  a  loss  to  know  what  they  were 
going  to  do  with  him. 

"  Mr.  Felch,"  began  Mr.  Dwight,  "  it  gives 
me  pleasure,  on  behalf  of  the  Spokane  Poultry 
Association  to  express  to  you  our  appreciation 
of  the  services  you  have  rendered  us  during 
the  fair.  The  exhibitors  are  pleased  with  the 
fair  and  impartial  manner  in  which  you  have; 
judged  the  birds.  All  the  people  of  Spokane 
have  been  pleased  to  welcome  you  to  our  city,, 
and  will  have  pleasant  recollections  of  your 
visit. 

"  As  you  depart  for  your  distant  home  we- 
trust  you  will  not  lose  sight  of  our  city,  but. 
with  the  aid  of  this  little  memento  we  hope; 
you  will  always  keep  your  eye  on  Spokane." 

Mr.  Dwight  thereupon  handed  Mr.  Felch  a. 
splendid  pair  of  large  field  glasses.  On  on& 
side  was  the  inscription :  "  I.  K.  Felch,  Natick,, 
Mass.,"  and  underneath,  "  I.  D.  S.  C.  A.  For- 
ever." The  initials  in  the  last  inscription  meam 
the  International  Decimal  Score  Card  Associa- 
tion, which  uses  the  decimal  system  of  scoring,, 
of  which  Mr.  Felch  was  the  originator. 

In  accepting  the  handsome  gift,  Judge  Felch 
said : 

"  My  friends  in  Spokane  will  no  doubt  be 
surprised  to  learn  that  in  my  forty  years  expe- 
rience this  is  the  first  souvenir  that  has  ever 
been  presented  to  me  by  any  association  that 
I  have  served.  I  appreciate  it  all  the  more' 
for  its  having  come  from  men  who  a  few  days: 
ago  were  strangers  to  me,  and  from  the  young; 
giant  Spokane,  away  out  west  of  the  Rockies. 
Whenever  I  look  through  this  glass  I  shall 
always  see  the  faces  of  the  members  of  the 
Spokane  Poultry  Association,  and  I  desire 
that  their  faces  shall  be  the  first  objects  ever 
presented  to  my  view  through  this  beautiful 
token  of  their  esteem." 

Judge  Felch  thereupon  adjusted  the  glasses 
and  leveled  them  upon  the  assembly.  At 
this  juncture  a  member  of  the  association 
remarked : 

"  This  being  Judge  Felch's  decision,  his  first 
view  will  be  one  of  the  members  of  this  asso- 
ciation giving  three  rousing  cheers  for  the 
greatest  poultry  judge  in  America.  Three 
cheers  for  Judge  Felch." 

And  the  block  rang  with  three  hearty  cheers. 
Judge  Felch  was  thus  given  both  optical  and 
oral  evidence  of  the  enthusiasm  of  his  Spokane 
friends. 

The  primary  object  of  the  meeting  was  to 
form  a  chapter  of  the  International  Decimal 
Score  Card  Association.  Chapters  are  being 
organized  in  every  state  in  the  union,  and  the 
Spokane  association  took  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  to  join  and  perfect  its  organization 
while  Judge  Felch  was  here.  A  committee  on 
constitution  and  by-laws  was  appointed,  and 
also  a  standing  committee,  who  will  form  part 
of  the  general  standing  committee  of  the  parent 
association. 

Judge  Felch  was  asked  if  his  services  could 
be  secured  to  judge  the  Spokane  show  next 
year.  He  replied  that  he  would  be  proud  to 
be  here  next  year,  and  that  he  would  expect 
great  things  of  this  association  at  that  time. 
In  his  opinion,  he  said,  Spokane  was  destined 
to  become  one  of  the  greatest  poultry  show 
cities  in  all  America.  This  settled  it,  and 
Judge  Felch  was  engaged  to  judge  the  Spokane 
show  next  j  ear.

Hy  Mr.  Boykr. 

That  headiu^,  we  know,  will  startle  yoii. 
senile  reader  —  Imt  it  is  not  so  serious  as  it 
looks.  Not  all  who  engage  in  poultry  culture 
make  a  success.  Kaillirvs  ix-eur  every  uow 
and  then.  Some  men  aud  women  are  not 
a.tapteU  to  that  kind  of  work.  In  every 
avenue  of  trade — in  all  classes  of  business  — 
failures  annually  occur.  Itecause  of  these 
irwubles  it  is  not  said  that  the  fault  lies  in  tlie 
I'usiness. 

The  |K)ultry  business  is  just  what  you  make 
it.  No  fortunes  are  in  si^ht,  but  a  good 
income  can  I«e  create<l  if  you  are  fitlttl  for  the 
work.  t^Hii-essful  nierehanls,  successful  law- 
yers, suci-essful  ministers,  successful  farmers, 
are  men  who  are  built  for  that  occupation. 
Why  not  poulterers?  Just  what  re<iuiremcnt> 
one  must  have  hardly  need  be  repeated  ttgtiin 
in  these  columns.  But,  it  might  be  as  well  to 
say  unless  you  have  patience,  grit,  enenry,  and 
some  capital,  yoa  are  likely  to  l»e  numbered 
with  those  who  have  given  up  in  disgust. 

t)ur  mails  bring  us  all  sorts  of  letters,  and, 
we  might  say,  from  all  sorts  of  people  —  and 
here  is  a  sample  from  E;ist  Foxboro,  Mass., 
the  name  of  the  writer  we  will  omit  "  for 
decency  .sake :  ~' 

"  I  have  .-old  out  all  interest  in  the  poultry 
business.  It  is  nither  a  t>oor  business  anyway. 
It  has  had  a  great  l>ooni  and  cr.ize  during  the 
past  few  years,  uutil  the  business  is  greatly 
overdone,  (.'outrary  to  the  ideas  of  a  great 
many  euthusia>t-«.  the  markets  are  constantly 
glutted,  and  poultry  sold  right  along  at  great 
loss  to  those  who  raise  them.  As  much  money 
has  changed  bands  and  Ijeen  lost  in  the  poul- 
try business  during  the  past  eight  years  as 
most  any  business  anyone  can  mention  in  the 
l"nitetl  states.  I  saw  a  neighlior  of  mine  lose 
ten  thousand  dollars  in  less  than  two  years. 
Please  drop  my  name  as  a  subscriber." 

The  name  is  dropped.  AVe  are  sorry  for  it, 
very  sorry,  for  we  grieve  more  for  the  one 
that  is  lost  than  the  ninety  and  nine  that  are 
safe.  But  this  man  is  a  geniu.-.  Acconling  to 
his  own  words  ho  must  have  had  his  "  inter- 
e>t "  copyrighted  or  it  would  hardly  have  been 
salal>le. 

"  Rather  a  poor  business  anyway —  a  great 
Ixiom  anil  cnize!"  And  all  these  years  we 
have  lieen  going  along,  unmolested,  hood- 
winking the  people,—  fairly  leading  them 
a.-tray.  AVe  have  advised  people  to  invest  their 
hard  earned  c:ish  in  "  a  poor  business,"  a 
"boom,"  a  "cmze."  Poultry  writers  should 
be  punished. 

"  The  business  is  greatly  overdone  " —  and 
yet,  like  fools,  we  annually  import  eggs  and 
poultry  to  this  country  while  our  own  pro- 
ductions lie  here  aud  rot. 

The  commis^ion  men  should  be  hung  for 
sending  away  for  goods  while  their  stalls  are 
filleil  —  glutted  —  with  the  home  aiticle  I  The 
secretary  of  the  U.  S.  Agricultural  Depart- 
ment should  be  impeached  for  saying  the 
poultry  crop  exceeds  the  wheat  crop  in  value 
—  for  our  correspondent  says  '•  stacks  of  poul- 
try are  sold  right  along  at  great  loss."  And 
the  poaltry  shows  (like  prize  fights),  ought  to 
l>e  considered  misdemeanors,  for  they  are  apt 
to  create  or  keep  up  this  boom  —  craze  —  or 
fad.  Oh,  can  it  be  that  all  these  years  we  have 
been  in  error ;  that  we  have  been  deceiving  the 
people?  And  now,  that  our  hair  is  fa.st  turn- 
ing gray,  how  we  shudder  when  we  review 
what  we  have  done ! 

And  what  .scares  our  correspondent  all  the 
more  is  that  a  neighbor  lost  ten  thotisand 
dollars  in  less  than  two  years.  We  are  sorry 
for  that  neighbor,  but  the  other  day  we  read 
of  a  merchant  "  busting  up"  with  a  dead  loss 
of  half  a  million  —  and  a  fellow  over  in  Xew 
York  blew  out  his  brains  becau.se  he  dropped 
a  fortune  in  AVall  street — and  that  gives  us 
courage.  AVe  defy  our  correspondent  to  show 
us  a  case  where  a  pouitrymau  ever  lo.st  a  half 
million  in  heus;  or  where  an  unsuccessful 
poulterer  ever  blew  out  his  brains  on  account 
of  his  los.ses  !  but  that,  ten  thousand  dollars  — 
that  poor  bu.siness  — that  boom  — that  craze  — 
stares  us  right  in  the  face,  and  we  can't  get 
rid  of  the  spectre. 

And  here  comes  a  letter  from  Rome,  X.  Y., 
asking  a  question  which  may  make  our  East 
FoxtMiro  friend  (?)  assume  a  mild  attack  of 
the  "  wTllies."    The  writer  asks : 

Will  you  kindly  inform  me  where  in  Xew 
•I  rsey  the  poultry  plant  that  cost  fifty  thou- 


sand dollars,  and  was  a  failure,  is  situated, 
and  why  it  was  not  a  success?  I  have  seen  it 
mentioned  a  number  of  times,  but  never  its 
location." 

AVell,  if  we  must  tell  the  story,  here  she 
goes. 

Some  years  ago  a  lawyer  residing  in  Phila- 
delphia conceived  the  itlca  that  he  couM  set  up 
a  model  poultry  plant  on  a  larger  scale  than 
was  ever  before  attempted.  He  was  a  man  of 
considerable  wealth  and  grit.  He  purchased  a 
hundred  acres  (more  or  less)  of  land  below 
the  town  of  Atco,  on  the  road  that  leads  to 
Atlantic  City,  and  at  once  erected  a  handsome 
dwelling  which  he  occupied  during  summer, 
and  several  smaller  houses  for  hired  help,  an 
elaborate  bam,  and  a  number  of  immense 
poultry  hou.ses.  He  called  the  place  Dunbar- 
ton,  and  arranged  with  the  railway  company 
to  make  regular  stops  there. 

He  had  his  own  ideas  about  the  business. 
He  fenced  off  runs  in  wire  netting  of  five  acres 
each,  if  our  memory  serves  us  rightly,  and  in 
each  run  and  hou.se  accompanying  it,  he  put 
one  thousand  hcnis.  He  believed  it  all  a 
mistake  to  have  small  families;  that  a  man 
could  just  as  easily  attend  to  a  thousand  as  a 
hundred. 

To  make  a  long  .story  short,  the  hens  would 
not  lay:  they  pulled  out  each  other's  feathers; 
they  died  off  with  roup  and  a  multitude  of  ills 
— and  all  the  while  money  was  being  sunk  in 
the  farm.  There  is  no  telling  how  long  the 
ranch  would  have  run,  for  in  the  midst  of  it 
all  the  proprietor  died,  and  that  at  once  put  an 
end  to  the  whole  business. 

Of  course  such  extravagant  schemes  fail. 

A  subscriber  living  at  Sanford  Corners, 
X.  \".,  writes : 

"  I  have,  through  your  valued  paper,  devel- 
oped a  very  high  (chicken)  fever,  and  was 
about  to  order  an  incubator  and  go  at  it,  but 
I,  unfortunately  picked  up  a  copy  of  the 
Xnlionnl  Farmer,  containing  the  enclosed 
article,  and  as  you  probably  know  how  dan- 


gerous it  is  to  break  up  a  fever  too  suddenly, 
you  can  readily  see  how  sick  I  am. 

Can  you  analyze  and  dissect  this  article  in 
Fakm-Poi  i-tky  without  crowding  other  and 
more  deserving  matter? 

There  are  two  words  in  this  article  which 
went  right  to  the  corner  of  my  heart —  which 
I  have  allowed  chickens  to  occupy — and,  oh, 
my!  what  a  flutter  they  caused  there.  Those 
words  were,  Well,  Don't  ! 

"  If  you  can  say  anything  that  will  cause 
this  article  to  vacate  my  anatomy,  I  shall  be 
ever  yours,  etc." 

The  article  which  our  correspondent 
enclosed  is  as  follows : 

"  The  most  of  us  get  dreadfully  tired  of  this 
everlasting  talk  about  the  profits  of  poultry, 
from  that  cla.ss  of  writers  who  drop  into 
statistics  long  enough  to  figure  out  that  the 
crop  of  hen  products  amounts  to  more  than 
the  wheat  crop,  and  who  never  see  a  chicken 
except  as  it  comes  off  the  gridiron.  Figures, 
they  say,  cannot  lie,  but  all  the  same  they  are 
subject  to  willful  perversion.  Perhaps,  as 
'  many  mickles  make  a  muckle,'  the  value  of 
poultry  products,  aggregated,  may  equal  that 
of  the  wheat  output;  but  it  does  not  follow, 
as  these  statisticians  seems  to  infer,  that  is  all 
profit,  or  that  the  relative  profit,  even,  is 
greater.  In  fact,  if  labor  is  allowed  a  place  in 
the  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  crop  —  (aud  cer- 
tainly if  the  cost  of  the  wheat  crop  includes 
that  item  the  cost  of  the  hen  crop  has  an  ccjiial 
right  to  it)  —  I  am  not  sure  but  fifty  cent 
wheat  is  more  cheaply  put  upon  the  market 
than  the  same  value  in  poultry.  For  when  a 
wheat  crop  is  once  '  in '  it  is  out  of  the  way, 
and  attends  to  its  own  concerns  till  it  is  ready 
to  cut.  Then  a  few  days  work  aud  it  is  ready 
for  market,  while  with  chickens  you  have  to 
keep  everlastingly  at  it.  Think  of  the  work  it 
takes  to  rai.se  ten  dollars  worth  of  poultry,  or 
put  on  the  market  eggs  enough  for  that  sum ! 
The  women  do  it,  or  there  wouldn't  be  eggs 
enough  produced  to  supply  the  world's  cus- 


tard pies,  let  alone,  all  the  other  purposes  for 
which  eggs  are  used. 

"  When  men  go  into  the  poultry  business  for 
revenue,  they  soon  find  it  takes  time,  brains 
and  capital,  not  to  mention  eternal  vigilance, 
to  succeed.  And  about  nine  out  cf  ten  who 
attempt  it  fail,  while  almostanybody  can  make 
some  kind  of  headway  at  general  larming, 
which  proves,  doesn't  it,  that  poultry  growing 
isn't  the  soft  snap  it  is  considered  by  those  who 
ail  vise  everyone  who  hasn't  capital  for  any 
other  busine.ss  to  go  into  poultry'. 

"  I  am  always  conscious  of  a  feeling  of  sym- 
pathy with  the  farmer's  wife  who  brings  a 
basket  of  eggs  toniarket— at  six  cents  a  dozen. 
Day  aud  night  she  has  chased  after  '  them 
hens',  feeding  them,  tucking  them  up  nights  to 
kee|)  the  owls  and  weasels  and  thieves  away, 
running  to  get  them  water,  to  get  them  out  of 
storms,  worried  by  lice  and  chicken  cholera, 
seeing  them  die  olt'just  as  heartlessly  as  if  she 
hadn't  built  her  hopes  of  a  new  parlor  carpet  ou 
them— and  after  she's  nursed  them  and  coaxed 
them  into  their  level  best  of  a  couple  of  hun- 
dred eggs  a  year,  sell  those  precious  eggs  at  half 
a  cent  apiece!  I  consider  my  sympathy  is 
called  for,  too. 

You  see  'tis  like  this :  Y  ou  cannot  keep 
house  on  a  farm  without  hens,  becau.se  you've 
great  need  of  eggs  in  cooking  and  for  the  table ; 
besides,  the  average  man  as  well  as  the  clerical 
profession  has  a  weakness  for  chicken.  And 
the  surplus  seems  like '  findings  '  because  you 
have  it  without  extra  exertion.  But  when 
you  are  inoculated  with  poultry  fever,  and 
think  because  your  two  dozen  hens  make  you 
an  average  profit  of  a  dollar  apiece  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  will  do  the  same  and  thus  afford 
an  income  that  can  be  relied  upon,  'there's 
where  you're  left.'  For  why?  The  wheat  will 
grow  as  well  and  average  as  much  on  fifty  acres 
as  on  five,  given  thesame  conditions.  But  two 
hundred  aud  fifty  hens  cannot  be  made  to 
return  the  same  average  as  twenty-five.  Curi- 
ous, but  true,  as  has  been  demonstrated  to 
the  disappointment  of  the  sanguine  scores,  yes, 
thousands  of  times. 

"  If  you  want  a  little  spare  change  for  post- 
age stamps  and  hairpins— and  are  not  too 
extravagant  with  either,  you  can  rely  ou  heus 
to  supply  them  if  you  don't  mind  honest  toil. 
But  as  for  going  into  poultry  expecting  to 
make  a  living  out  of  it— well,  don't! 

"  I  say  this  because  at  this  season  of  the 
year  those  who  have  pedigreed  roosters  and 
incubators  for  sale  always  work  up  a  boom 
that  draws  many  dollars  out  of  the  pockets  of 
the  ambitious,  especially  women  who  need  to 
earn,  dollars  they  can  illy  spare." 

A\  onder  if  our  East  Foxboro  antagonist 
hasn't  had  a  finger  in  the  above?  It  sounds 
that  way. 

Well,  statistics  are  tiresome,  especially  if 
they  go  agaiust  the  grain.  But  then  figures 
don't  lie,  you  know.  It  was  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture Jlorton,  we  believe,  who  estimated 
the  egg  crop  greater  than  the  wheat  crop — and 
it  is  a  bold  fellow  indeed  who  would  say  that 
Mr.  Morton  "  never  sees  a  chicken  except  as 
it  comes  off  the  gridiron.'' 

But,  goodness,  how  the  writer  comes  down 
when  lie  admits  that  "  the  value  of  poultry 
products,  aggregated,  may  equal  that  of  the 
wheat  output,"  etc.  No,  it  is  not  all  profit, 
and  we  cannot  recall  the  name  of  a  single 
writer  that  ever  said  so.  And  the  question 
of labor  "  never  entered  the  egg  or  poultry 
or  wheat  crop  when  Secretary  Morton  state.4 
that  fact.  It  was  the  actual  sales  that  he 
referred  to. 

But  the  whole  article  is  nothing  more  or  less 
then  the  whiuing  of  a  "  space  writer"  who 
does  not  know  what  he  is  bilking  about,  or  he 
would  hardly  make  use  of  such  an  expression 
as,  "  think  of  the  work  it  takes  to  laise  ten 
dollars  worth  of  poultry !  " 

About  the  only  good  and  true  thing  this 
would-be  authority  mentions  is,  "Wheu  men 
go  into  the  poultry  business  for  revenue,  they 
soon  find  it  takes  time,  brains  and  capital,  not 
to  mention  eternal  vigilance,  to  succeed."  We 
agree  there — aud  FaK.m-Poli.tisy  has  always 
practiced  that  (perhaps  he  copied  it  from  these 
columns). 

For  the  money  invested,  we  defy  any  one  to 
show  any  honest  business  that  will  yield  a  bet- 
ter profit.  Furthermore,  we  have  never  heard 
of  a  failure  in  the  business  that  could  not  be 
traced  up  to  some  neglect.  There  will  always 
be  kickers — and  the  writer  of  the  aforesaid 
article  is  certainly  one  of  that  class. 
But  here  is  a  good  ending  to  a  sad  tale : 
F.  E,  Widmer,  Beed's  Ferrv,  N,  H.,  sends 
the  very  same  clipping,  credited  to  another 
paper,  and  adds : 

I  found  these  clippings  in  the  Golden 
Moments,  t-ud,  thinking  they  would  interest 
you,  send  them.  I  knoV  there  is  very  little 
truth  in  them,  I  am  sixteen  years  old,  and 
this  is  my  fourth  winter  in  the  business,  and 
have  found  it  to  pay,  and  pay  well.  I  think 
Fak.m-PoLLTKY  is  first-class  iii  every  rcspecl .  ' 
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The  Failures  at  Hammonton. 

By  Mn.  BOYER. 

Hammoutou  set  the  pace  for  tbe  broiler 
industry.  She  did  not  invent  artificial  methods 
or  the  broiler ;  but  by  hard  work  and  experi- 
ments demonstrated  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
living  in  the  work  if  managed  by  careful  hands. 
No  note  is  ever  made  of  tbe  good  that  Ham- 
monton did  —  but  every  failure  within  her 
borders  is  thrust  at  her  in  apparent  revenge. 

Even  in  the  town  itself,  are  men  who  seem 
to  delight  in  what  they  call  the  "  downfall  of 
the  chicken  business."  "  The  broiler  bubble 
has  busted,"  has  time  and  again  been  said  of 
the  efforts  at  the  capital  of  Broilerdom.  Yes, 
it  has  "busted" — but  why  it  thus  went  to 
nothing,  the  writer  hopes  to  be  able  to  explain 
in  this  article. 

A  reader  of  Farm-Poultky,  residing  at 
Jamestown,  Pa.,  writes  us  for  information  on 
this  very  subject,  and  as  every  now  and  then 
we  see  thrusts  at  the  good  work  Hammonton 
really  did,  we  will  make  the  reply  general. 

Before  we  give  any  explanations,  we  want 
to  reproduce  an  article  which  lately  appeared 
in  the  Farmers^  Monthly,  under  the  head  of 
"  Cannot  Compete  With  Hens : " 

"  There  are  few  enterprises  that  present  such 
an  assurance  of  large  and  quick  profits  as  that 
of  raising  broiler  chickens  artificially — that  is, 
with  incubators  and  brooders  instead  of  hens. 

"  In  addition  to  this  good  financial  prospect, 
the  business  has  been  represented  as  being 
light,  clean,  easily  managed,  requiring  little 
labor,  and  admirably  adapted  to  ladies,  inva- 
lids, and  gentlemen  of  leisure. 

"  These  facts  and  figures  are  those  usually 
presented  to  the  novice  as  showing  the  profits 
to  be  expected.  Taking  them  as  a  basis,  it  is 
not  surprising  that  many  have  contracted  the 
'  chicken  fever,'  and  risked  their  money  and 
time  in  this  alluring  venture.  The  business 
has  been  tried  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  but 
probably  more  extensively  at  Hammonton, 
southern  New  Jersey,  than  in  any  other  local- 
ity. Within  the  last  ten  years  it  is  said  that 
more  than  fifty  parties  have  undertaken  the 
brooder  business  in  this  township.  A  better 
soil  and  climate  for  poultry  cannot  be  found, 
and  if  success  in  the  brooder  business  can  be 
expected  anywhere,  certainly  it  should  be 
found  in  Hammonton.  And  what  is  the 
result?  Of  all  who  have  engaged  in  it,  only 
four  remain  commercially,  and  of  these  but 
two  run  the  whole  year,  and  one  of  these 
expects  to  retire  shortly.  Several  others  hatch 
a  few  incubator  chicks  in  the  spring,  generally 
to  obtain  early  laying  pullets,  marketing  the 
roosters  as  broilers,  but  their  broiler  operations 
are  quite  insignificant  commercially.  Instead 
of  a  net  profit  of  $1,200  to  $l,(iOO  per  year,  not 
more  than  f 500  can  be  expected  at  present 
prices,  even  by  the  largest  outfit.  In  fact  it  is 
safe  to  say  there  is  not  a  single  brooder  man  in 
Hammonton  to-day  who  realizes  $500  per  year 
net  profit,  and  that  is  without  making  any 
charge  for  his  time. 

"Evidently  such  a  wide  diflerence  between 
the  ideal  and  the  real  calls  for  an  explanation, 
and  this  can  be  given  in  two  words — dead 
chicks.  Incubators  hatch  from  50  to  60  per 
cent  of  the  eggs.  The  trouble  is  not  in  the 
hatching  (unless  that  means  weakened  vitality, 
but  in  keeping  the  chicks  alive  afterward. 
The  death  rate  is  awful,  ranging  from  50  to 
80  per  cent. 

"  Practical  men  differ  in  placing  blame  for 
the  mortality  upon  brooding  or  feeding.  Many 
kinds  of  brooders  have  been  tried,  using  top 
heat,  bottom  heat,  heating  with  hot  water 
pipes  and  with  single  lamps,  but  the  chicks 
die  about  the  same  with  all.  Feeding  is  a  mat- 
ter of  great  importance  that  has  been  most 
carefully  studied,  but  no  satisfactory  ration 
has  been  found,  or  none  that  can  entirely  over- 
come the  ill  effects  of  imperfect  brooding;  and 
no  brooder  has  been  used  that  can  overcome 
the  ill  effects  of  improper  feeding  if  tbe  trouble 
is  in  the  ration. 

"In  the  light  of  Hammonton's  ten  years 
experience,  it  is  plain  that  until  some  better 
system  of  artificial  brooding  is  devised  the 
business  is  a  very  hazardous  one;  it  cannot 
compete  with  the  hen." 

Hammonton  never  claimed,  all  reports  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding,  that  raising- 
broilers  artificially  was  an  assurance  of  large 
and  quick  profits.  Never  classified  the  work 
as  light,  clean,  easily  managed,  etc.,  admirably 
adapted  to  ladies,  invalids,  and  gentlemen  of 


leisure.  On  the  other  hand,  it  merely  assured 
those  about  engaging  in  it  that  it  was  an  occu- 
pation that  paid  good  wages  for  good  worlc. 
While  a  number  of  ladies  did  embark  in  the 
business,  and  made  a  success  of  it,  the  writers 
from  Hammonton  repeatedly  said  that  there 
was  a  certain  amount  of  drudgery  that  strong 
arms  alone  could  perform.  That  "  eternal 
vigilance"  must  be  the  watchwoi'd  of  every 
broiler  raiser.  That  it  required  capital, 
patience,  grit  to  succeed — and  that  a  man's 
success  was  more  or  less  governed  by  the 
growth  of  his  experience.  All  this  the  writer 
knows  to  be  a  fact,  having  lived  in  the  town  a 
number  of  years,  and  carefully  surveyed  the 
field  both  at  the  time  of  the  so-called  "  boom,'' 
and  the  equally  so-called  "  failure.''  The  real 
fact  of  the  matter  is  there  ne^■er  was  a  boom  or 
a  failure  of  broiler  raising  at  Hammonton. 

It  is  true  that  some  writers,  some  men  inter- 
ested in  the  sale  of  incubators  and  land,  did  a 
lot  of  advertising;  and  that  this  brought  raw 
recruits  to  the  ranks,  there  can  be  no  doulit. 
And  that  these  failed,  is  equally  true.  But  as 
far  as  the  industry  itself  is  concerned,  there 
never  has  been  a  boom  or  a  failure.  The 
business  to-day  stands  on  as  good  a  foundation 
as  ever,  and  just  as  profitable. 

As  we  started  out  to  say,  Hammonton  set 
the  pace.  It  showed  what  really  could  be 
done.  It  was  the  experiment  tried  in  Ham- 
monton that  made  incubators  and  brooding 
systems  spring  up  all  over  the  country,  like 
mushrooms.  All  sorts  of  fairy  stories  were 
told  by  these  flowery  writers  —  men  who 
probably  never  saw  the  town.  The  town  was 
being  boomed  as  a  bi-oiler  centre,  and  visitors 
flocked  there ;  and  so  great  became  the  rush 
that  a  number  of  the  larger  concerns  were 
compelled  to  close  their  doors  to  visitors. 
Broiler  men  had  nothing  to  sell  to  them,  and 
every  hour  spent  with  them  was  a  dead  loss. 
When  left  alone,  these  strangers  would  tamper 
with  the  machines  and  cause  all  sorts  of 
trouble.  And  then  when  the  broiler  men  cried 
"  halt,"  the  industry  received  her  first  black 
eye. 

As  the  aforesaid  flowery  writers  sent  out 
startling  "  facts  and  figures,"  men  who  never 
before  saw  a  broiler,  much  less  knew  how  to 
grow  one,  began  building  air  castles.  Those 
who  had  a  few  hundred  dollars  moved  to  Ham- 
monton, rented  a  dwelling  house  with  a  build- 
ing lot-attached,  and  on  this  lot  they  erected  a 
brooding  plant.  Then  they  scoured  the  coun- 
try for  eggs  —  bought  here  and  there  —  eggs 
that  probably  were  not  taken  care  of,  chilled, 
infertile,  or  from  stock  with  no  desirable  qual- 
ities. All  went  into  the  incubator  —  thick 
shelled  eggs,  thin  shelled  ones  (brown  and 
white),  double yolked, ill-shaped, and  all  sizes. 
In  the  incubator  they  were  packed,  and  the 
machine  started  by  an  inexperienced  hand,  and 
—  well,  is  it  necessary  to  go  step  by  step  to  tell 
of  the  actions  of  men  who  knew  nothing  at  all 
about  the  labors  they  assumed  ?  By  the  time 
they  secured  sufficient  knowledge  to  make  a 
living  at  the  work,  the  capital  became 
exhausted,  and  the  plant  closed. 

But  there  are  men  in  Hammonton  to-day 
who  are  making  a  good  thing  out  of  the 
industry  —  and  a  number  of  practical  men  gave 
up  their  plants  for  other  inducements. 

The  much  advertised  man,E.  C.  Howe,  who 
cleared  one  thousand  dollars  a  year  on  his 
plant,  sold  out  to  accept  a  situation  in  the  city 
at  double  wages. 

J.  C.  Browning,  who  had  one  of  the  neatest 
and  largest  brooding  houses  in  Hammonton, 
and  probably  the  best  booked  man  on  artificial 
incubation  in  the  town,  closed  his  doors  for 
private  reasons  foreign  to  the  business. 

James  Seeley,  who  at  first  lost  considerable, 
at  last  made  up  his  losses,  and  rounded  out  a 
good  income,  sold  his  plant  to  accept  a  tempts 
ing  ofter  on  Governor  Morton's  farm.  New 
York  state.  The  annual  output  of  the  Morton 
broiler  plant,  under  Mr.  Seeley's  management, 
is  twenty-five  thousand  birds  a  year.  Does 
that  look  like  a  failure  of  artificial  incubation, 
or  the  broiler  industry? 

K.  G.  White,  whose  experiences  have  been 
reported  in  this  paper  before,  made  an  excel- 
lent living,  and  said  to  the  writer:  "I  have 
tried  farming  in  all  its  branches,  and  have 
been  fairly  successful ;  but  for  capital  invested, 
and  the  amount  of  real  solid  work,  I  can  make 
more  money  out  of  the  chicken  business  than 
I  can  out  of  any  and  all  the  other  lirauches  of 
farm  life.    I  am  not  an  enthusiast,  but  prac- 


tical results  tell ;  I  find  broiler  raising  the  most 
profitable  of  all  the  branches  in  the  chicken 
business." 

So  we  might  go  along  and  name  many  who 
have  since  quit,  and  many  who  are  still  in  the 
business — but  this  article  is  extended  too 
much  now.  To  briefly  put  the  facts,  we  will 
say : 

Hammonton  practically  started  the  broiler 
industry. 

Hammonton  made  the  experiment,  paid  dear 
for  it,  for  others  to  profit  by. 

Hammonton  created  the  demand  for  incuba- 
tors. 

Hammonton  invented  the  pipe  system,  mak- 
ing large  plants  possible. 

Hammonton  taught  valuable  lessons  by  her 
mistakes. 

The  mistakes  of  Hammonton  can  be  traced : 
—first,  to  the  inexperience  of  those  engaged  in 
the  work. 

Second,  to  the  lack  of  capital.  And  this 
point  is  clearly  shown  in  the  work  and  success 
of  Mr.  Seeley  on  Governor  Morton's  farm. 
Hammonton  taught  Mr.  Seeley,  and  the  latter's 
experience,  coupled  with  Governor  Morton's 
capital,  is  doing  wonderful  work  on  theEllers- 
lie  farm. 

Third,  there  being  no  egg  farms,  farms 
devoted  to  the  proper  raising  of  eggs  for  broiler 
purposes,  and  the  broiler  plants  being  located 
on  town  lots  where  it  was  impossible  to  keep 
sufficient  hens  to  supply  the  eggs,  the  broiler 
raiser  was  compelled  to  buy  just  what  he  could 
get  at  about  five  cents  a  dozen  over  market 
value.  Then,  as  a  rule,  fifty  per  cent  of  what 
he  bought  were  infertile. 

But  Hammonton's  "failures" — if  you  will 
call  it  that — does  not  go  to  show  that  the 
artificial  methods  of  to-day  are  not  practical, 
and  for  their  purpose  are  not  better  than  hens. 
They  do  their  work  at  a  season  of  the  year 
w  hen  the  hen  has  no  thought  of  raising  a  family. 


The  EftK  Season. 


With  the  decline  of  farming  thousands  of 
New  Euglanders  took  to  keeping  hens,  says 
the  Boston  Globe.  They  found  a  profit  in  it, 
and  still  find  it  remunerative. 

But  new  conditions  are  always  appearing  in 
all  industries.  Cold  storage  warehouses  have 
become  a  modifying-  factor  in  this,  as  in  other 
food  industries.  Besides  this,  the  south  and 
vi'est  have  gone  into  the  egg  business,  and 
many  carloads  are  now  shipped  east  from 
even  as  far  as  California. 

The  receipts  in  New  York  since  Jan.  1  have 
been  over  300,000  cases  or  9,000,000  dozen  — 
108,000,000  eggs,  an  increase  of  some  40,000,000 
eggs  over  last  year's  invoices. 

But  the  faithful  New  England  hen  is  never 
discouraged.  War,  the  race  for  the  presi- 
dency, monetary  problems,  foreign  competi- 
tion, have  no  efl'ect  upon  her  infant  industry 
except  to  make  her  scratch  all  the  livelier  and 
lay  on  for  the  lenten  season. 

An  egg  is  not  of  the  things  that  are  to  be 
well  shaken  before  taken,  and  freshness  is  its 
chief  virtue.  The  local  product  will  always 
command  the  best  prices,  and  the  business  in 
these  parts  will  continue  to  be  profitable. 

The  New  England  rooster  will  therefore 
continue  to  crow  lustily,  and  tbe  hens  to 
scratch  and  lay  in  this  wonder-working  leap 
year,  despite   all   the  discouragements  of 

foreig-n  competition.   

Cure  for  Egg  Eating. 

I  notice  in  the  February  15th  issue  of  Farm- 
Poultry,  an  inquiry  for  a  cure  for  egg  eat- 
ing. This  is  easily  done  by  soaking  egg  shells 
in  kerosene  oil  a  short  time,  and  giving  the 
hens  all  they  will  eat  of  them.  Throw  some 
in  the  pens  and  in  the  nests.  Two  days  of 
this  dose  will  be  sufficient.  S.  F.  S.

I  want  to  tell  you  whst  a  jvn  of  White 
Wonder  fowls  ilid  in  a  year.  1  In^irau  the  17th 
of  IVoeml>or,  IStH,  to  kevp  their  record.  I 
had  five  hens  a  year  old,  and  lieins:  over- 
i-rowdeil  had  to  winter  my  Coi-hins,  White 
Wonders  and  Fekin  ducks  in  a  house  intended 
only  for  summer  use.  The  Cochins  had  the 
west  side  of  the  house,  the  Wonders  and  ducks 
being  together  in  the  east  side,  a  wire  partition 
separating  them  from  the  Cochins. 

Det-eml^r  ITth  they  laid  one  egg:  on  the 
ISth.  two;  i;>th,  three  — and  for  the  mouth, 
thirty-five  eggs.  January  ISth  I  set  two.  but 
my  hens  running  with  the  ducks  h.id  gotten 
overfat,  and  none  of  the  eggs  hatched.  For 
the  month  of  Januar>-  I  got  forty-nine  eggs. 
Most  of  the  hens  were  broody  iu  February,  so 
I  got  but  twenty-eight  eggs.  In  March  1  got 
sixty-sev  en  eggs.  March  lt>th  I  lost  my  best  ■ 
hen  with  an  egg  broken  in  her,  so  from  that 
time  I  had  but  four  hens.  In  April  got 
seventy-three  eggs:  May.  seventy-eight:  June, 
forty-four:  July,  fifty-nine:  August,  forty- 
seven  ;  September,  twenty-one :  October,  thirty- 
eight:  Xovember,  ten:  Decern tx?r.  twenty- 
seven.  This  made,  for  the  year,  up  to  De- 
cember 16th,  1S95,  five  hundred  and  seventy- 
six  eggs. 

Xot  a  month  in  the  year  but  what  they  were 
laying,  and  in  a  house  so  open  and  cold  that  a 
large  woollen  water  pail  of  water  froze  solid 
a  number  of  nights,  during  the  winter.  I  gave 
them  no  cut  bone  or  meat,  cut  clover,  or  any 
feed  but  wheat,  and  on  cold  nights  whole  corn. 
My  Cochins,  which  I  have  always  considered 
the  best  of  winter  layers,  chilled  their  combs, 
and  did  not  lay  an  egg  during  the  winter. 

It  was  the  most  severe  test  I  could  put  any 
fowls  to,  but  they  laid  and  sang  around  the 
coop  when  the  mei\-ury  was  10°  and  15°  above 
zero,  and  the  Cochins  were  sitting  on  their 
perches  trying  to  keep  warm,  ."^o  what  they 
did  was  purely  on  their  own  merits,  with  no 
favors  shown. 

Now  let  me  tell  you  what  twenty  June 
batched  pullets  have  just  done  for  January. 
With  favors  shown  them  iu  the  way  of  cut 
l>one,  cut  rowen  hay,  etc.,  for  one  week  they 
laid  18.  12,  12,  18,  16,  IT,  18  eggs:  total,  one 
hundred  and  eleven  for  the  week.  For  the 
month  they  gave  four  hundred  and  thirty-two 
eggs,  ju>t  thirty-six  dozen.  Do  you  not  call 
that  about  as  much  as  I  could  reasonably  ask 
of  them?  Ten  cockerels,  all  June  hatched, 
that  I  sold  the  middle  of  January,  weighed 
eighty-three  pounds,  average  over  eight  pounds 
each.  With  only  wheat  and  com  for  feed,  I 
have  kept  almost  every  kind  of  fowls,  but  have 
never  seen  the  equal  of  the  White  Wonders. 

The  daily  record  for  the  month  of  January, 
copied  from  my  book  is  as  follows : 

First,  nine  eggs:  2d,  twelve;  3d,  nine:  4th, 
eleven:  5th,  ten;  6th,  thirteen ;  7th,  twelve;

That  Horned  Rooster. 

I  was  very  much  amused  as  I  read  in  a 
recent  issue  of  Faem-Poultry  concerning 
this  so-called  freak.  I  saw  one  of  those  mon- 
strosities when  but  a  boy ;  and  still  better,  I 
saw  it  made.  The  process  is  quite  simple, 
with  proper  instruments. 

First  choose  a  strong  healthy  cockerel,  whose 
spurs  are  just  springing.  Pick  the  feathers 
from  the  top  of  the  head,  and  with  a  sharp 
knife  make  an  incision  along  the  comb  about  a 
half  inch  in  length.  Then  cut  around  the 
spur,  in  a  diamond  shape,  and  carefully  pare 
from  the  leg.  Xow  work  back  carefully  under 
the  skin,  around  the  incision  until  there  is 
room  to  insert  the  piece  taken  from  the  leg  on 
which  the  spur  is  budded.  Sew  up  carefully 
with  silk  thread,  and  trust  to  nature  to  com- 
plete the  work.

As  I  could  not  obtain  rennet  this  winter,  I 
saved  the  peelings  from  chicken  gizzards,  and 
find  they  turn  the  milk  to  curd  very  nicely.  I 
beat  it  enough  to  make  it  solid,  drain  off  all 
the  whey  through  a  cloth  strainer,  aud  chop 
fine,  giving  a  small  feed  of  it  every  two  or 
three  days.

Method  of  Feeding  Chicks. 

■Written  for  FARM-rouLxitY. 

I  wish  to  suggest  an  idea  for  feeding  one 
hundred  chicks  or  chickens  in  one  lot,  as 
desired  by  J.  L.  Campbell,  in  the  October  15th 
issue  of  Faum-Poultry. 

I  have  had,  during  my  hen  experience,  the 
same  trouble  in  feeding  chickens  as  Mr.  Camp- 
l)ell  has.  As  my  yard  room  was  limited  I  bad 
to  keep  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  head  in  a 
lot,  and  my  plan  was  this: 

About  six  feet  from  the  end  of  lot  place  two 
frames  of  1  x  3  inch  lumber,  four  feet  wide 
and  twelve  feet  long.  On  this  nail  wire  net- 
ting, covered  with  gunny  cloth  or  some  tight 
material  to  shut  out  the  view  of  the  chickens 
while  the  troughs  are  being  filled.  To  the 
centre  of  each  frame  or  gate  attach  a  cord 
going  up  over  a  pulley  and  to  centre  of  the 
lot,  then  over  another  pulley  and  down  to 
where  the  operator  can,  with  one  pull,  raise 
the  two  gates  easily  and  quickly  as  high  as 
desired.  A  2  x  4  post  at  centre  of  each  gate, 
and  one  between  them,  is  all  that  is  necessary 
to  support  the  pulleys. 

My  feed  troughs  arc  made  of  galvanized 
iron,  one  inch  deep,  five  inches  wide,  and  four 
feet  long.  These  pans  I  i)Iace  into  a  rack 
made  by  taking  a  six-inch  board  and  nailing 
pieces  of  plastering  lath  six  inches  long,  about 
one  and  a  half  inch  apart,  and  fasten  at  top  to 
plastering  lath  to  stay  them.  On  top  place  a 
lid  nuide  of  six-inch  board  with  leather  hinges 
so  the  feed  pans  can  be  easily  taken  out  and 
cleaned.  Five  of  these  troughs  are  placed 
along  the  end  of  the  lot,  and  four  or  five  of 
theui  horizontally  about  four  feet  ai)art,  so 
that  when  the  partition  is  raised  the  chickens 
can  drop  in  from  the  right  or  left,  and  othei  s 
seeing  the  feed  in  front  of  them  rush  forward. 
Thus  they  spread  about  at  the  same  time  pre- 
venting any  crowding. 

I  would  suggest  that  if  the  lot  is  more  than 
twenty-five  feet  wide,  a  stationary  partition 
be  constructed  inward  from  each  side  of  lot, 
to  meet  the  gates,  and  if  the  entire  space  of  lot 
is  needed  for  run  for  the  chickens  the  gates 
can  be  left  up  between  feeding  times.  A  little 
expense  can  be  saved  by  omitting  the  mesh 
wire  in  gates.  Joiix  Ream.

Remedy  for  Soft-SheUed  Eggs. 

Sometime  in  April,  last  year,  one  of  our 
neighbors,  whilecalling  at  our  house,  informed 
me  that  she  had  a  hen  that  was  laying  soft- 
shelled  eggs  right  along.  Not  a  week  would 
pass  but  what  one  or  more  of  these  eggs  would 
be  found  under  the  roosts.  It  was  in  a  flock 
of  about  seventy-five,  housed  and  yarded 
together,  and  therefore  impossible  to  discover 
the  ben  or  obtain  any  other  symptom. 

After  telling  about  curing  one  of  my  hens  of 
this  trouble  I  gave  her  some  powders  of  usti- 
lago  maydis,  sixtieth  potency,  with  instruc- 
tions how  to  use.  That  is,  one  powder  in  the 
drinking  water,  and  then  to  watch  results,  and 
not  repeat  the  dose  until  action  from  the 
remedy  apparently  ceased.  If  no  results  were 
visible  at  the  end  of  one  week,  to  give  the 
second  dose. 

I  heard  nothing  more,  and  had  almost  for- 
gotten the  above  circumstances,  when,  one 
day  after  writing  the  report  published  in 
Farm-Poultry,  December  15th,  it  dawned 
upon  me  that  the  value  of  the  higher  potencies 
of  homoeopathy  being,  comparatively  speak- 
ing, unknown  and  unappreciated,  that  I  might 
be  called  upon  to  support  the  ideas  advanced 
in  that  article.  Naturally,  therefore,  I  made 
inquiry  as  to  to  the  result  of  the  above  case, 
aud  I  was  pleased  to  learn  that  they  had  not 
seen  a  soft-shelled  egg  since  giving  one  powder 
only. 

Was  it  not  a  splendid  illustration  of  the 
power  of  a  minute  dose  of  medicine?  A 
powder  equivalent  to  less  than  one  drop  medi- 
cated drinking  water  sufficient  for  seventy-five 
fowls,  and  was  still  strong  enough  to  perma- 
nently cure  this  hen.  W.  G.  P.

Partridge  Wyandottes  In  England. 

Written  lor  Farm-Poultry. 

I  have  been  busy  producing  for  some  time 
America's  "latest"  AVyantlottes,  Partridge. 
That  is,  as  I  understand  it,  a  fowl  possessing 
all  the  characteristics  of  the  American  Wyan- 
dotte, but  with  partridge  colored  penciling. 
I  am  glad  to  say  I  am  very  successful,  as 
amongst  some  a  number  of  pullets  and  cock- 
erels are  approaching  the  ideal.  One  pullet  in 
particular  is  a  gem,  possessing  as  she  does,  the 
true  Wyandotte  shape,  head,  and  such  beauti- 
ful partridge  lacing  that  any  Partridge  Cochin 
man  would  envy. 

I  have  bred  extensively,  and  exhibited  all 
the  various  colors  of  Wyandottes  imported  to 
us;  first,  Silvers,  thcu  Goldens,  then  Whites, 
and  last  year  Buffs.  The  Buffs  (and  I  have  a 
few  good  ones  now)  I  must  say,  for  egg  pro- 
duction, I  have  found  to  beat  any  of  the  others. 
Six  pullets,  this  winter,  up  to  commencing  to 
sit  last  week,  have  averaged  day  by  day  five 
eggs,  and  three  days  in  succession  six  eggs  per 
day  were  laid.  My  Partridges  (which  are 
entirely  my  o^vn  production;  I  don't  know 
how  your  native  cues  record),  although  they 
are  larger  birds,  do  not  lay  quite  so  well  yet, 
nor  do  the  eggs  average  so  large. 

I  have  not  advertised  or  exhibited  them  yet, 
although  I  intend  to  do  so  next  week,  and  in 
doing  so  shall  be  the  first  on  this  side  the  water. 

Although  I  have  made  the  American  fowl 
(including  the  Rocks)  my  study  and  "  forte  " 
as  we  say,  I  never  before  a  few  days  ago  had 
the  opportunity  of  reading  an  American  poul- 
try journal.  But,  as  I  believe  I  shall  be  the 
first  to  introduce  your  newest  breed  in  Eng- 
land, I  naturally  wanted  to  be  in  touch  with 
your  country  and  any  breeder  of  Partridge 
Wyandottes  you  may  ha\'e.  I  read  some  time 
ago,  in  one  of  our  fancy  papers  of  two  men 
who  were  introducing  them  in  America, 
together  with  an  engraving  of  the  fowls,  but  I 
lost  the  reference,  and  although  I  have  applied 
to  the  proper  quarter,  I  have  failed  to  ascertain. 

So  I  wrote  to  a  fancier  friend  at  Lancaster, 
a  Mr.  Bateman,  asking  if  he  could  get  me  an 
American  paper,  and,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  he 
forwarded  me  a  copy  of  Fakm-Poultky, 
dated  October  15,  1895,  and  I  must  say  I  am 
delighted  with  it.  I  take  all  our  poultry 
papers,  weekly,  etc.,  but,  just  as  I  have  found 
your  poultry  productions  have  done  as  against 
ours  (to  use  a  common  saying  here),  your 
paper  for  quantity  and  quality  knocks  ours 
into  a  cocked  hat.  But  I  cannot  find  any 
mention  of  the  breed  alluded  to,  or  of  any 
breeder  of  the  same.  If  you  know  of  any 
breeder's  name  and  address,  I  should  regard 
it  as  one  of  the  greatest  favors  possible  under 
my  present  circumstances  to  have  them  posted 
to  me,  as  I  shall  want  as  soon  as  possible,  to 
import  for  change  of  blood. 

I  am  a  frequent  contributor  on  all  matters 
affecting  the  fancy  to  our  papers  here,  and 
have  just  completed  the  revolutionizing  of  all 
buff  breeds  (principally  Rocks)  in  England. 
The  judges  were  awarding  prizes  to  birds 
nearly  reds  and  cinnamons,  and  not  to  the  true 
Cochin  buff,  as  we  understand  the  color  buff 
to  mean.

Bi-Sulphide  of  Carbon. 

Written  for  Farm-Poultry. 

In  the  year  book  for  1894,  issued  by  the  agri- 
cultural department  at  Washington,  experi- 
ments with  bi-sulphide  of  carbon  upon  insect 
life  are  reported,  in  which  its  use  is  conceded 
as  sure  death  to  all  insect  life.  Nevertheless, 
certain  danger  is  pointed  out  in  its  use,  being 
a  compound  forming  a  heavy  gas,  which 
explodes  by  contact  with  a  lighted  match, 
cigar,  or  lighted  lantern — or  fire  in  general. 

I  have  read  somewhere  recommending  bi-sul- 
phide of  carbon  for  destroying  lice  on  all  poul- 
try, but  no  experiments  are  given,  and  it  is 
not  stated  what  effect  it  would  have  upon  the 
poultry  itself. 

Two  four  ounce  bottles  filled  with  bi-sul- 
phide of  carbon,  left  uncorked  and  hung  up  on 
each  end  side  of  the  roosts,  it  is  said  will  do 
the  business.  It  is  the  easiest  and  simplest 
thing  yet  recommended.  Bi-sulphide  of  car- 
bon evaporates,  forming  a  gas  heavier  than 
the  atmosphere,  and  therefore  falls  to  the 
ground,  killing  all  insect  life  and  germs  of  dis- 
ease as  it  descends,  the  gas  gradually  filling 
the  space  with  more  or  less  density  enveloping 
the  poultry  on  their  roosts,  and  in  a  few  days 
this  is  the  end  of  the  lice — and  I  suspect  of 
the  poultry  also.  (?) 

Who  will  try  the  experiment?  It  certainly 
would  be  worth  while. 

I  would  suggest  that  a  ventilator  be  provided 
top  and  bottom,  and  the  experiment  conducted 
for  a  period  of  several  weeks — first  ascertain- 
ing the  cubic  contents  of  the  house  in  which 
the  experiment  is  conducted  ;  leaving  the  bot- 
tom ventilator  closed  and  the  top  one  open — 
and  close  top  one-third  each  night  until  closed, 
and  h.aving  thus  a  tight  house  the  killing  point 
for  poultry  would  be  established.  Of  course, 
as  soon  as  the  door  is  opeu  in  the  morning 
most  of  the  gas  would  escape,  and  thus  mak- 
ing practically  a  new  start  each  night.  If  the 
experiment  shows  no  injurious  effects  upon 
the  poultry,  the  question  of  getting  rid  of  lice 
in  all  stages  of  existence,  is  certainly  solved.

Plymouth  Rock  Barring. 

Some  time  ago  a  reader  of  Fajrm-Poultry 
asked :  "  What  is  considered  the  fashion  in 
America  for  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks — the 
wide  or  narrow  bars?  Do  you  consider  that 
the  white  between  bars  and  undercolor  should 
have  a  bluish  tint,  or  as  pure  white  as  pos- 
sible? 

We  submitted  the  question  to  E.  B.  Thomp- 
son, the  breeder  of  exhibition  Barred  Ply- 
mouth Rocks,  Amenia,  N.  Y.,  and  he  replied 
as  follows : 

"  The  proper  width  of  bars  on  a  female 
Barred  Plymouth  Rock  should  be  neither  wide 
nor  narrow,  but  medium.  If  very  narrow  the 
bird  is  too  dark;  and  if  wide  the  plumage  will 
be  either  too  dark  or  blotchy.  Narrow  bars 
look  well  on  single  feathers,  but  not  so  well  on 
the  fowl. 

"  In  males  the  narrower  the  better,  unles-s 
so  fine  that  the  bars  do  not  show  clear  and 
icell  defined  from  a  distance  of  se\-eral  feet.  I 
have  seen  but  few  cockerels  having  too  narrow 
barring  for  show  purposes."

The  iutroduotiou  of  a  new  breed  of  fowls  is 
not  always  successful.  Like  everythiiisc  else, 
if  a  new  breetl  has  merit,  it  gr.nluiilly  aiul 
surely  reaches  its  true  plane,  and  leaves  those 
of  lesser  value  in  the  background.  To  reach  a 
position  where  it  is  re»'oi:nize<l,  tirst  by  those 
having  the  charge  of  the  Standanl,  and  last 
but  not  by  any  means  least,  by  the  public, 
re<juires  much  time,  care  and  the  expenditure 
of  a  great  deal  of  money,  besides  the  essential 
quality  of  value  to  those  who  supply  our 
markets  with  poultry  and  eggs. 

A  new  breed  is  introduced  by  some  enter- 
prising fancier.  It  is  sulliciently  boomed  by 
him  to  bring  it  into  public  notice,  and  for  a 
lime  there  is  a  rush  to  be  the  lirst  to  breed  it — 
to  t>e  on  the  coming  wave,  and  reap  the  harvest 
of  doll.-irs.  This  is  the  lir>t  stage,  and  the  last 
one  too,  unless  the  claimant  for  a  place  .Hmong 
our  fowls  can  pass  the  necessary  re<iuiremciits 
of  the  public's  demands.  The  White  Wyan- 
dottes  reached  the  tirst  stage  a  numl>er  of 
years  ago:  they  did  not  stop  there,  but  con- 
tinued to  climb,  until  to-tlay  they  are  fast 
approaching  the  position  where  they  will 
stand  at  the  head. 

Breeder  after  breeder  is  dropping  every 
other  kind,  and  devoting  himself  or  herself 
exclusively  to  the  White  Wyandottes.  They 
would  not  do  this  unless  they  l>elievi"d  there 
was  money  in  it;  and  there  would  be  no 
money  in  it,  at  least  not  a  great  deal,  unless 
there  was  a  sale  for  the  birds. 

I  well  remember  the  first  White  Wyandottes 
I  ever  saw.  It  was  at  a  cattle  show ;  the  speci- 
mens were  fair,  but  the  public  insisted  that  it 
was  nonsense  to  talk  about  a  new  breed  — 
"  there  was  no  such  a  thing  as  a  White  Wyan- 
dotte," they  said;  "these  white  birils  were 
nothing  more  than  the  result  of  the  crossing 
of  [what  is  now  calleil  a  Silver  Laced  Wyan- 
dotte] on  some  white  hen."  Indeed,  I  am 
afraid  that  the  great  demand  for  the  fowls  led 
some  to  be  at  least  a  little  careless  in  their 
breeding.  But  those  who  were  wrong  in 
starting  either  soon  fell  by  the  wayside  or 
began  over  again,  and  left  the  others  more 
lirmly  established  than  ever. 

After  the  first  rush  following  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  breed  was  over,  there  came  the 
usual  reaction.  But  it  did  not  last  long;  people 
soon  found  out  that  the  new  bidder  for  popu- 
lar favor  was  worth  noticing.  The  feathers 
were  worth  more;  the  poultry  was  better;  the 
eggs  came  oftener  than  they  expected;  and 
the  old  breeds  they  had  been  keeping  had  to 
give  place  to  the  new  comers. 

The  man  who  wants  the  best  poultry  likes 
them  because  their  bo<lies  are  plump,  the  pin- 
feathers  white,  and  the  skin  yellow;  the  per- 
son whose  first  call  is  for  eggs,  keeps  these 
fowls  because  they  lay  so  m.any;  the  party  who 
demands  both,  finds  in  them  what  he  is  looking 
for. 

But  notwithstanding  all  this  it  behooves 
careful  breeders,  who  have  the  practical  as 
well  as  the  fancy  welfare  of  the  White  Wyan- 
dottes at  heart,  to  be  careful  of  the  future. 

The  Standard  calls  for  a  white  bird,  and  of 
course  this  does  not  mean  a  black  one  nor  a 
yellow  one.  It  likewise  calls  for  a  yellow  leg. 
and  not  greenish  nor  black  ones.  The  writer 
Ijelieves  that  a  bird  should  be  white— the 
whiter  the  better;  but  the  craze  for  a  white 
plumage  must  hot  lead  us  to  change  the  color 
of  the  skin — one  of  the  strong  points  of  the 
breed. 

If  the  craze  is  carried  too  far  it  will  cer- 
tainly mean  that  the  color  of  the  skin  will  be 
changed  from  yellow  to  a  very  light  straw 
color,  and  from  a  very  light  color  to  a  green- 
ish hue. 

Such  a  thing  would  be  a  serious  mistake,  and 
prove  a  great  injury  to  the  breed. 

The  Standard  weight  of  a  cockerel  is  "4  lbs. ; 
a  cock  84  lbs. ;  hen  (i^  lbs. :  pullet  lbs.  Any 
bird  in  its  own  class,  that  falls  behind  the 
requirement  receives  a  cut  of  half  a  point  or 
more  by  the  judge,  as  the  case  may  be;  but  a 
bird  that  weighs  two  or  three  pounds  over  the 
Standard  is  passed  all  right;  indeed,  I  believe 
often  has  an  advantage  in  the  show  room  over 
one  that  just  reaches  Standard  weight— but 
just  why,  I  confess  I  am  unable  to  say. 

My  own  experience  leads  me  to  believe  that 
if  the  weight  and  size  of  this  breed  is  much 
increased  it  will  result  in  a  corresponding 


decre.Ase  in  the  egg  production.  Of  course 
there  will  always  be  a  demand  for  males  that 
are  heavier  than  the  Standard  calls  for,  for  the 
purpose  of  increasing  the  size  of  fowls  which 
are  below  the  Stamlard  weights. 

For  one,  I  believe  that  birds  which  reach 
the  present  Standard  weights  are  better  as 
general  purpose  fowls  than  those  which  nmch 
exceed  those  weights.  I  might  give  a  number 
of  other  n'asous  for  my  opinion,  but  time  and 
space  forbid. 

The  true  Wyandott*'  should  not  be  as  large 
as  a  Brahma,  nor  as  small  as  a  Leghorn ;  but 
should  be  a  medium  sized  blocky  built  bird,  a 
general  purpose  fowl.  Another  strong  point 
in  favor  of  the  AV  hite  Wyandotte  is  the  fact 
that  wc  have  fewer  culls  than  in  many  other 
breeds,  and  as  a  consequence  a  breeder  has 
more  birds  to  supply  the  fancy  trade  than  if 
he  were  breeding  birds  not  of  solid  color.  The 
value  of  this  must  be  apparent  to  all.  On  the 
other  hanil,  there  l>eing  so  many  birds  that  are 
good,  it  is  the  hardest  thing  in  the  world  to 
have  the  winner  at  the  large  shows,  and  it 
recjuires  nearly  a  perfect  specimen  to  beat  all 
competitors.  It  may  not  be  generally  known, 
but  it  is  a  fact  that  there  is  hardly  a  breeder 
who  has  once  tried  the  White  Wyandottes 
but  has  been  pleased  with  them,  and  will 
never  give  them  up  as  long  as  he  keeps  fowls. 
Xo  better  eviilence  of  their  value  could  be 
introduced.  "  .Vctions  speak  louder  than 
words,"  was  never  better  illustrated  than  in 
this  case. 

He  who  starts  a  flock  from  some  reliable 
strain  will  find  thut  he  has  made  a  protitable 
investment,  and  will  soon  have  the  fever  as 
badly  as  those  already  established.

Berkshire  Poultry  Show. 

Special  to  Fakm-Poultry. 

In  spite  of  bad  weather,  the  annual  exhibi- 
tion of  the  Berkshire  Poultry  and  I'et  Stock 
Association  made  a  fair  show  Feb.  11 — 13. 
There  were  four  hundred  and  .seven  entries  of 
live  stock,  besides  displays  of  eggs  and  dressed 
poultry.

One 
prominent  feature  was  the  Crystal  Palace 
winner,  "  Duke,"  a  lovely  Red  Pyle  Game 
bantam,  the  property  of  Eugene  AVeed,  of 
Lenox.  lie  took  in  Kugland,  at  Newport,  1st 
and  cup ;  at  Haskington,  1st;  at  Crystal  Palace, 
1st;  at  Birmingham,  1st  and  challenge  cup. 
In  America  he  won  —  1st,  gold  special,  and 
Game  Club  cup  at  the  great  New  York  show 
ofl!<91;  1st  at  Albany  and  .Syracuse,  in  1891 
and  1892;  and  now,  189G,  took  1st  at  Lenox. 

,\nother  curiosity  was  a  three-legged  hen. 

The  dressed  poultry  exhibit  was  very  fine. 
The  most  notable  entry  of  eggs  was  a  dozen 
Black  Minorca  eggs,  which  weighed  two 
pounds. 

Great  praise  is  due  the  officers  of  the  asso- 
ciation for  their  efforts  to  make  the  show  a 
success,  and  under  their  management  the 
association  bids  fair  to  be  a  power  in  the 
poultry  world.  C.  E.  Rockenstyre,  of  Albany, 
judged.

Tapeworms  in  Fowls. 

-V  correspondent  of  Farm-Poultry,  who 
docs  not  wish  his  name  and  address  given, 
writes  as  follows : 

"  1  send  you  today  a  small  phial  containing 
a  worm  taken  from  the  droppings  of  one  of 
our  hens,  which  I  think,  without  a  doubt,  to 
be  a  tapeworm.  1  fail  to  recall  ever  having 
seen  this  mentioned  in  Farm-Poultry  con- 
cerning chickens. 

"  Having  no  time  or  room  to  experiment, 
and  not  caring  to  eat  the  fowls  myself,  (and 
what  I  would  not  eat  would  not  sell),  I  have  so 
far  killed  five  that  were  atllicted,  and  put  them 
in  the  manure  pit. 

I  lirst  noticed  it  in  the  droppings,  about 
six  mouths  ago,  in  young  chickens,  but  thought 
it  only  ordinary  worms,  and  dosed  them  with 
salt,  and  watched  several  days  but  saw  no  more. 

"  For  the  last  five  months,  as  soon  as  oue 
was  sick  and  refused  to  improve  in  forty-eight 
hours  with  treatment,  I  consigned  it  to  the 
manure  pit.  I  think  now  I  have  the  last  one 
thus  afflicted.  Those  that  wc  have  eaten  and 
sold  have  been  penned  up  for  one  week  before 
killing,  and  their  droppings  carefully  e.xara- 
incd.  We  have  been  through  all  our  flock  but 
six,  which  we  examined  this  week." 

The  phial  arrived  and  without  a  doubt  a 
tapeworm  is  in  it.  Once  in  a  while,  though 
rarely,  a  species  of  this  worm  is  found  in  poul- 
try. Vale,  the  English  authority  on  poultry 
diseases,  says  it  appears  to  be  identical  with 
the  tapeworm  found  in  i^-atti  ftoenia  rrassicol- 
Uaj,  and  it  is,  therefore,  highly  probable  that 
it  is  derived  from  the  same  source— that  is, 
the  fluke  of  the  liver  of  the  mouse,  for  it  is  an 
ascertained  fact  that  fowls  will  actually  catch 
mice  and  eat  them.  If  it  were  not  for  the 
grinding  everything  gets  when  passing  through 
the  gizzard,  this  parasite  might  become  much 
more  common. 

This  same  authority  advises,  as  treatment, 
as  follows  :  "  Should  the  joints  of  the  tapeworm 
be  discovered  in  the  droppings  of  a  fowl,  give 
it,  (fasting),  from  twenty  to  thirty  drops  of 
the  liquid  extract  of  male  fern  in  a  large 
tablespoonful  of  sweet  oil,  followed  two  hours 
afterwards  by  some  bread  and  milk." 

Our  correspondent,  farther  on  in  his  letter 
says  :  "  Saw  a  hen  the  other  day  catch  a  mouse, 
"What  efl"ect  would  the  eating  of  that  have';''' 
And  that  question  rather  seconds  Vale's  theory 
that  the  tapeworm  in  the  hen  is  produced  by 
the  fowl  catching  and  eating  mice. 

The  writer  read  some  years  ago  that  bad 
cases  of  tapeworms  in  human  beings  were  pro- 
duced by  eating  much  raw  beef.  If  that  is  so, 
then  we  should  think  that  feeding  raw  meat 
to  fowls  is  apt  to  bring  about  a  like  trouble. 
At  any  rate,  we  do  know  tivdt  poultry  fed 
on  raw  meat  are  more  or  less  afflicted  with  the 
common  worms,  and  for  that  reason  we  have 
always  opposed  the  use  of  meat  that  was  not 
cooked . 


Oflf  Goes  Boyer's  Hat!

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«  Sending  Birds  C.  O.  D." 

By  Mr.  Boyer. 

Mrs.  A.  W.  S.,  Stewart,  Pa.,  writes: 
"  Id  the  January  1st  issue  of  Farm- 
Poultry,  I  read  an  article  by  Mr.  Hunter, 
under  tlie  iieail  of  "  Sending  Birds  C.  O.  D." 
I  was  interested,  and  thouglit  otliers  might  be 
also,  but  nothing  further  has  been  said  on  the 
subject. 

"I  would  like  to  give  my  experience  in 
buying  birds  on  description.  Last  fall  I 
thought  I  would  invest  in  some  pure  bred 
stock,  and  chose  the  Silver  Laced  Wyau- 
dottes.  I  noticed  an  advertiser's  card  in  both 
Farm-Poultry  and  Farm  Journal.  I  wrote 
him  in  October,  asking  what  he  would  supply 
me  with  a  quartette  of  Silver  Laced  ^Yyau- 
dottes  for  breeding.  He  stated  his  price,  and 
I  remitted  the  money,  asking  him  to  ship  them 
so  that  they  would  arrive  on  or  before  a  cer- 
tain date,  as  it  was  an  eight  mile  journey  to 
the  depot. 

"  He  notified  me  he  had  shipped  them,  as  I 
requested.  The  birds  did  not  turn  up.  I  was 
unable  to  go  myself,  so  had  to  get  some  one  to 
make  three  special  journeys  for  them.  A 
week  later  than  the  stated  time  three  fowls 
arrived  in  a  wretched  condition,  all  suflering 
from  roup.  I  had  never  seen  the  purebred 
Silver  Laced  Wyandottes  before,  and  immedi- 
ately came  to  the  conclusion  they  were  the 
wrong  breed  for  me,  as  I  should  have  to  wait 
until  they  came  to  maturity  before  I  could 
distinguish  the  male  from  the  female. 

"  Three  days  after  their  arrival  I  received  a 
postal  which  had  been  addressed  to  the  wrong 
couuty,  and  had  found  its  way  home,  then 
back  to  me  again,  notifying  me  of  their  later 
shipment. 

"  Ten  days  after  their  arrival  one  died,  and 
about  ten  days  later  another  followed.  This 
one  was  dissected  and  found  to  be  a  male  bird. 
The  third  got  better  and  turned  out  to  be  a 
male  bird  also.  I  wrote,  asking  for  the  fourth 
bird,  and  again  saying  two  of  the  three  were 
dead.  The  following  week  I  received  two 
nice  birds,  which  I  could  at  once  see  were 
pullets.  Now  I  have  three  birds  for  which  I 
paid  two  freights  and  four  trips  to  the  depot, 
making  the  expenses  more  than  the  original 
price  of  the  birds.  Was  I  justified  in  asking 
the  shipper  to  supply  the  fourth  bird  and 
share  the  total  freight?" 

Looking  at  the  case  in  the  light  which  our 
correspondent  presents  it,  we  should  say  that 
the  breeder  violated  a  confidence  when  he 
wrote  that  he  had  actually  shipped  the  birds 
when  he  in  reality  had  not.  And  more  espe- 
cially serious  was  such  a  notification  when  it 
is  considered  that  our  correspondent  had  to 
drive  eight  miles  to  the  station. 

Again,  he  laid  himself  open  to  censure  in 
sending  only  three  birds  when  four  were 
ordered.  Certainly,  imder  these  circum- 
stances, the  breeder  should  have  sent  the  fourth 
bird  and  paid  one-half  the  freight. 

It  is  not  always  fair  to  blame  a  breeder  for 
the  general  appearance  of  the  fowls  on  their 
arrival;  that  is, theirphysical  condition.  Very 
often  poultry  are  exposed  and  carelessly 
handled  by  railway  companies;  placed  in 
draughts  and  cold  places,  so  that  they  readily 
catch  cold,  and  often  reach  the  customer  with 
swelled  heads,  sneezing,  and  allformsof  roup. 
In  such  cases,  the  shipper  deserves  the  benefit 
of  the  doubt. 

Regarding  the  0.  O.  D.  privileges,  it  looks 
to  the  writer  that  while  many  would  honestly 
handle  those  privileges,  equally  as  many  would 
abuse  them.  Besides,  very  often  people  do 
not  know  what  they  really  do  want.  Take 
for  instance,  the  case  in  point.  Our  corre- 
spondent admits  that  upon  the  arrival  of  the 
fowls  she  immediately  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  Wyandottes  were  the  wrong  breed 
for  her.  Is  it  not  reasonable  to  suppose  that 
had  those  birds  been  sent  C.  O.  D.,  and  sup- 
posing that  they  came  to  hand  in  good  condi- 
tion, four  in  the  box,  and  at  the  time  agreed 
upon— is  it  not  reasonable,  we  repeat,  that  she 
might  have  returned  them  to  the  shipper 
because  they  were  not  just  what  she  wanted? 
The  result  would  have  been  the  shipper  would 
have  to  pay  the  expressage  both  ways  before 
he  could  have  again  secured  the  stock,  and  the 
chances  are  that  the  fowls  would  have  been  so 
used  up  from  their  long  journey  that  it  would 
have  taken  six  months  to  get  them  in  condition 
again. 


Here  is  another  illustration  : 

A  gentleman  from  Pennsylvania  wrote  to  a 
prominent  breeder  in  Massachusetts  some 
time  ago  for  a  good  Light  Brahma  cockerel. 
The  price  being  forwarded,  this  breeder 
picked  out  a  ninety-four  point  bird  and 
shipped  him.  The  customer  not  knowing 
what  a  really  good  bird  looked  like,  and  having 
an  ideal  fixed  in  his  mind's  eye  was  terribly 
disappointed  upon  the  arrival  of  the  bird.  He 
wrote  back  a  number  of  defects  the  bird  had 
(any  of  which  would  have  amused  a  fancier), 
and  threatened  to  return  the  fowl  and  expose 
the  breeder.  He  was  politely  requested  to  do 
both,  but  he  still  has  the  bird,  and  the  expos- 
ure has  not  taken  place.  Now  had  this  man 
been  able  to  enjoy  the  C.  O.  D.  privileges,  the 
chances  are  the  breeder  would  have  been 
out  the  express  charges  both  ways,  and  prob- 
ably had  a  sick  bird  on  his  hands.  No  fancier 
would  be  safe  under  such  a  rule. 


A  Systematic  Raking  Down. 

Farm-Poultry  subscriptions  are  promptly 
slopped  upon  the  expiration  of  the  time  paid 
for.  If  not  renewed  within  a  reasonable  time 
the  publishers  politely  ask  the  reason  why. 
We  cannot  attbrd  to  lose  a  single  subscription, 
and  the  brief  request,  "  Please  renew,"  is  an 
invitation  to  come  back  again.  One  of  these 
notices,  however,  evidently  went  astray,  and 
this  is  the  manner  in  which  Mrs.  A.  F.  H.,  of 
Milwaukee,  Wis.,  gives  the  publishers  (mind 
you,  not  the  editors)  a  "  systematic  raking 
down : " 

"  While  literally  you  are  correct  in  stating  I 
had  not  renewed  my  subscription  to  Farm- 
Poultry,  I  think  if  you  will  carefully  review 
your  list  you  will  find  the  same  address  as  of 
old,  with  the  name  of  my  son  in  the  place  once 
occupied  by  my  own.  And,  while  I  have  ever 
cherished  a  friendly  feeling,  supplemented 
with  admiring  respect,  for  the  managers  of 
Farm-Poultry,  I  must  admit  my  self-esteem 
received  a  rude  shock  by  the  reflection  you  had 
cast  upon  my  sagacity  and  good  judgment 
when  you  inferred  that  I  could  under  any  cir- 
cumstances cease  to  be  a  reader  of  that  most 
beneficial  journal. 

"  The  accusation  places  me  on  a  level  with 
the  dog  that  bit  the  hand  that  fed  him.  For, 
have  not  we,  a  novice,  under  the  masterful 
tutelage  of  Farm-Poultry,  erected  a  com- 
modious and  model  poultry  house  that  never 
fails  to  elicit  extravagant  encomiums  for  its 
arrangement  and  spic-span  neatness  from 
every  visitor  who  is  favored  with  an  invitation 
to  walk  through  and  inspect  the  graceful 
Brown  Leghorns  and  portly  Plymouth  Rocks 
that  are  descendants  of  stock  originally  chosen 
through  the  medium  of  your  advertising 
columns? 

"  Have  we  not,  by  closely  following  your 
directions,  built  yards  and  yards  of  yards? 

"  Did  not  our  Brown  Leghorn  chicks  return 
triumphantly  from  the  fair  with  the  blue 
ribbon  of  victory  gaily  fluttering  from  the 
bars  of  their  coop,  and  all  due  to  our  zealous 
adherence  to  your  wise  methods? 

"  Are  we  not  now  possessor  of  a  Mann  bone 
cutter  and  various  other  valuable  appliances, 
purchased  through  your  advice,  which  enables 
us  at  the  present  time  to  sell  a  goodly  number 
of  strictly  fresh  eggs  at  a  fancy  price,  to  cus- 
tomers who,  like  Oliver  Twist,  are  ever  calling 
for  '  more?' 

"  Did  we  not,  after  reading  for  the  first  time 
a  number  of  your  paper, — (recommended  as 
superior  to  all  other  publications  of  the  kind — 
by  Miss  A.  P.  B., of  South  Newbury,  Vt.,  and 
presented  by  a  friend  renowned  for  her  happy 
discrimination  in  selecting  gifts  that  afford  the 
greatest  amount  of  pleasure  and  benefit  to  the 
recipient)— did  we  not,  I  emphatically  ask,  at 
once  send  for  the  volume  containing  the  pre- 
vious issues? 

"  And,  after  all  that,  you  dehberately,  yet, 
I  trust,  without  malice  aforethought,  accuse 
us  in  a  cold  blooded  circular,  of  allowing  our 
subscription  to  expire. 

"  We  forgive  you  this  time,  Messrs.  Pub- 
lishers, but  sincerely  trust  our  intellectual 
calibre — (not  to  mention  our  sense  of  grati- 
tude) —  may  not  again  be  so  severely  ques- 
tioned."

S.  I.  .  I?.,  of  Cochituate,  Mass.,  presents  an 
idea  iu  Fakm-Poi  ltky  of  November  l.'itli, 
in  regarvl  to  huiKliug  square  houses,  to  whii  h 
1  wish  to  take  exceptions. 

Any  one  who  can  fiirure  will  know  that  26  x 
2t>  will  give  more  floor  space  than  12  x  40.  It 
does  so  beeause  2»J  x  26  is  more  than  the  equal 
of  12  X  40.  Take  a  house  12  x  40,  ami  saw  it 
in  two  in  the  miiUlle,  auil  there  are  two  houses 
12  X  20.  Join  them  together,  anil  we  have  a 
house  24  x  20,  giving  480  square  feet  of  floor, 
which  is  equal  to  12  x  40. 

A  square  foot  consists  of  144  square  inches, 
no  matter  whether  long  and  narrow  or  wide 
and  short.  To  l«e  more  explicit,  it  takes  160 
square  rods  to  make  one  acre.  A  strip  of  laud 
one  rod  wide  and  160  roils  long,  is  an  acre.  If 
two  nxls  wide,  then  eighty  nxls  long;  and  if 
four  nxls  wide,  then  forty  nnls  long. 

S.  C.  B.  does  not  tell  us  how  or  where  he 
gets  his  26  x  26,  but  the  writer's  conclusions 
are  that  he  adds  40  and  12,  and  divides  the 
product  by  two.  This  will  give  twenty-six. 
Taking  it  for  granted  that  that  is  where  he 
gets  his  26  x  26,  upon  the  same  line  of  reason- 
ing wc  will  see  if  it  will  stand  the  test. 

As  already  stjitcd,  a  strip  of  land  forty  nxls 
long  and  four  ro<ls  wide,  will  make  one  acre, 
from  the  fact  that  four  times  forty  is  one  huu- 
dretl  and  sixty.  Now  add  forty  and  four,  and 
we  have  forty-four.  Divided  by  two  and  we 
have  twenty-two.  A  piece  of  ground  twenty- 
two  roils  square,  or  22  X  22  rods,  conta-ns  484 
square  rods.  A  piece  of  land  twenty  rods 
long  by  eight  wide  makes  an  acre,  and  adding 
them  together  and  dividing  by  two,  as  in  the 
preceding  cas<'.  we  have  a  square  of  14  x  14,  or 
1!16  square  rods.  Sixteen  rods  by  ten  will 
make  an  acre,  and  yet  by  the  above  line  of 
reasoning  will  give  a  square  of  13  x  13  rods, 
or  169  square  rods. 

Going  to  the  other  extreme,  as  before 
stated,  eighty  roils  long  an  l  two  wide  is  an 
acre.  Well,  eighty  and  two  added,  as  before, 
and  divided  by  two  gives  us  a  square  of  41  x 
41  rods,  or  16S1  square  rods.  Any  one  ought 
to  know  that  a  field  41  x  41  rods  contains  more 
land  than  one  80  x  2  rods.  The  same  with  a 
house  26  x  26  feet  compared  with  one  of  12  x 
40  feet.  A  field  41  x  41  roils  contain*  more 
(square  rods  than  one  SO  x  2  rods,  because  it  is 
a  much  larger  field. 

Well,  the  reason  S.  C.  B."s  26  x26  house  has 
more  square  feet  floor  space  than  somebody's 
40  X  12  house,  is  for  the  reason  that  it  is 
bigger. 

I  do  not  want  to  be  understood  to  say  that 
S.  C.  B.  gets  his  26  x  26  by  aibling  twelve  anil 
forty,  and  then  dividing  by  two,  but  I  do 
mean  to  say  that  otherwise  I  fail  to  see  where 
he  does  get  it.  A  house  13x52  will  square 
26  X  26,  and  will  give  the  same  amount  of 
floor  space.  A  house  12  x  48  is  a  larger  one 
than  12  by  40,  and  will  only  square  24  x  "24; 
but  24  X  24  and  12  x  48  give  the  same  amount 
of  floor  space. 

According  to  S.  C.  B.,  figures  will  lie — but 
we  are  here  to  say  they  will  not.  Can  S.  C.  B. 
now  under^tand  why  a  26  x  26  house  contains 
more  square  feet  than  one  12  x40?  Can  he  figure 
that  26  X  26  is  the  same  as  13  x  52,  or  that 
they  will  agree?  And  can  he  see  that  a  house 
thirteen  feet  wide  and  fifty-two  long  is  a 
bigger  house  than  one  twelve  feet  wide  and 
forty  feet  long?  H.  L.  King.

He  >Iakes  Ileus  Lay. 

Written  for  Kakm-Poi'ltry. 

In  commentiugon  A.  E.  F.'s  comnuinication 
in  FAK.M-roi'l  ruv  of  February  l.'ith.  iimb  r 
head  of  ••  Why  the  Hens  Won't  Lay."  the 
editor  attributes,  as  one  o£  the  causes,  too 
much  feed. 

I  would  like  to  submit  my  bill  of  fare,  and 
ask  why — as  is  the  ease,  my  hens  are  lajing 
well  while  his  are  not;  and  mine  get  more 
feed  th:m  do  his? 

I  have  one  hundred  and  ten  pullets  of  nearly 
the  same.ige  as  his —  Leghorn-Plymouth  Rix-k 
cross,. md  twenty  one-year  old  Leghorn  hens. 
They  have  been  confined  to  their  houses  nearly 
all  winter,  yet  average  sixty  eggs  per  day.  1 
have  five  pens,  about  12  x  12  feet,  containing 
twenty  fowls  each,  and  one  pen  somewliat 
larger,  with  thirty  fowls. 

(.irit,  oyster  shells,  and  dust  baths  always  at 
hand. 

The  morning  mash  is  composed  essentialh 
as  follows:  One  part  ground  meat,  three  parts 
bran,  one  part  corn  meal,  two  parts  grouinl 
corn  and  oats,  one  part  middlings.  To  this  is 
added  an  equal  quantity  of  cut  clover  orboilcil 
potatoes,  salt  added,  and  all  mixed  with  warm 
water  and  kept  over  night  on  stove. 

To  each  pen  of  twenty  fowls  is  fed  about 
two  quarts  of  this  mash.  At  noon  one  quart 
oats  or  buckwheat.  At  3  P.  M.  one  and  one- 
half  (luarts  corn  or  wheat  to  the  same  number. 
I  might  add  that  I  have  used  most  of  the  tinir 
three  feeds  of  Sheridan's  Condition  Powder  a 
week,  with  morning  mash ;  one  feed  of  ground 
charcoal:  and  one  of  red  pepper.  My  total 
daily  ration  exceeds  that  of  A.  E.  F., although 
fed  at  difl'erent  periods  of  the  day,  yet  his 
fowls  won't  lay,  while  mine  lay  well.  There- 
fore, I  cannot  think  overfeeding  one  of  his 
troubles,  for  it  seems  to  me  his  daily  ration  a 
very  good  one.  1  consider  Sheridan's  Condi- 
tion Powder  a  great  aid  in  winter  egg  pro- 
duction.

MARKET  RKVIKW. 

Eggs. —  The  market  on  eggs  is  most  reniark- 
alily  low  for  the  season.  The  report  is  that 
the  west  is  full  of  eggs;  that  in  the  event  of 
cheap  grain  and  poor  prices  on  other  products 
"  farmers  have  gone  into  hens."  The  pros- 
pects for  high  prices  on  eggs  are  not  good. 
Eggs  are  now  being  sold  in  Boston  at  8  to  10 
cents  that  were  put  into  cold  storage  on  a  13 
cent  and  even  a  14  cent  market.  The  cold 
weather  had  a  strengthening  effect;  yet  sales 
are  a  cent  lower  than  last  week.  Receipts  for 
February  were  60,000  cases  more  than  same 
month  last  year. 

We  quote :  Fancy  nearby,  nominal ;  west- 
em,  Hi  to  12c;  ice  house  eggs,  8  to  10c;  east- 
ern fresh  12  to  13c.

England  chickens,  13  to  15c ;  western  chickens 
10  to  12c;  Philadelphia  capons,  18  to  20c;

Referring  to  our  report  of  Boston  show,  we 
find  that  Mr.  Kindred  is  published  as  having 
won  "  1  and  5  on  cock'l ;  5  pullet ;  2  specials," 
which  does  not  look  as  though  he  was  slighted 

—  and  wishing  to  clear  up  the"tie"  question, 
we  wrote  Mr.  Bright,  and  give  herewith  Lis 
reply :  — 

Waltham,  Mass.,  March  5, 1896. 
Editor  of  Farm- Poultry.— Dear  Sir:— 

The  communication  addressed  to  you  by 
Mr.  Osborn,  of  Leominster,  scarcely  needs  a 
reply.  The  last  sentence  probably  explains 
the  matter.  The  remainder  of  the  statements 
are  either  entirely  wrong  or  of  no  specific 
importance.  In  the  first  place  I  have  not 
advertised  that  I  won  first,  but  simply  that  my 
bird  tied  for  first. 

In  view  of  the  statement  of  Mr.  Osborn  that 
there  were  no  ties,  it  behooves  some  one  to 
inform  him  that  there  were  three  ties  for 
first.  There  wMII  be  no  necessity  for  Fakm- 
POULTRY  to  correct  the  mistake,  as  it  was 
right  from  the  very  first.  It  would  seem  that 
anyone  who  desires  to  do  justice  to  all,  and  to 
give  credit  where  credit  is  due  —  for  it  is  in 
that  spirit  that  his  letter  is  ostensibly  written 

—  would  have  thought  at  once  that  Farm- 
Poultry,  with  its  two  editors  present  was 
certainly  less  liable  to  error  in  this  particular 
than  one  who,  if  present  at  all,  was  not  sufli- 
ciently  in  evidence  to  ascertain  the  facts  of  the 
case.  If  3Ir.  Kindred  chooses  not  to  be  repre- 
sented among  the  advertisers  of  Farm-Poul- 
try for  this  reason,  I  am  very  sorry  for  Mr. 
Kindred's  sake,  and  assure  him  that  he  is  the 
loser.  As  far  as  I  can  discern,  neither  Farm- 
Poultry  nor  myself  have  in  any  way  perverted 
facts.  I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as 
speaking  in  disparagement  of  the  attempt  to 
prove,  with  no  cause  whatever,  that  I  have 
advertised  what  did  not  belong  to  me.  Mr. 
Kindred's  bird  is  a  nice  one;  he  won  first  at 
Boston.  Mr.  Kindred  is  at  liberty  to  advertise 
that  undeniable  fact  as  long  as  he  likes.  I  have 
not  so  advertised;  but  I  do  advertise  that  I 
tied  for  first,  and  was  defeated  on  the  weight 
clause.  And  so  it  was.

Egg  Within  an  Egg. 

A  reader  of  Farm-Poultry  sends  the  fol- 
lowing clipping  from  the  Pittsburg,  Pa., 
'Times.  It  is  the  same  sort  of  "  monstrosity  " 
80  often  referred  to  in  these  columns,  and 
which  is  due  to  a  diseased  condition  of  the 
ovaries,  caused  by  the  hen  being  too  fat. 
Double  yolked,  miniature,  and  ill-shaped  eggs 
are  all  traced  to  the  same  unhealthy  condition  : 

"John  Hollovvay,  of  Smith  township,  Ohio, 
found  a  Plymouth  Rock  hen's  egg  that  meas- 
ured the  long  way  eight  and  one-third  inches, 
and  midway  was  seven  inches  in  circumfer- 
ence. "When  it  was  broken  one  yolk  and  one 
white  was  found.  Inside  the  large  egg  was 
another  egg  of  ordinary  size  perfect  in  its 
formation  and  in  all  respects  sound." 


Roup,  Catarrh,  etc. 

M.  D.  Redmond,  of  St.  Niuholas,  Florida,  a 
retired  agricultural  editor,  and  a  poultry  raiser 
of  over  sixty  years  experience,  writes  : 

"  One  of  the  most  common  ailments  of  fowls 
in  this  country  is  cough  or  catarrh,  generally 
ending  in  roup,  (so  called),  and  almost  always 
fatal  if  not  taken  in  time  and  properly  treated. 

"  Lately,  as  soon  as  I  hear  a  fowl  coughing, 
I  take  it  from  the  roost  at  night,  holding  both 
wings  firmly  to  the  body  so  that  it  cannot 
flutter,  and  getting  some  careful  person  to 
assist  me,  I  administer  from  one-third  to  one- 
half  a  teaspoonful  of  Johnson's  Anodyne 
Liniment,  put  the  fowl  in  a  clean  dry  coop  for 
a  day  or  two,  feed  lightly  with  soft  food  — 
boiled  hominy,  soaked  bread  or  something  of 
that  kind  —  and  if  necessary  give  another 
smaller  dose  of  the  Liniment  the  second  night.

Preventing  Disease. 

An  English  poultry  breeder  gives  this  ad  vice 
on  the  prevention  of  a  multitude  of  fowl  ail- 
ments, and  it  will  apply  well  to  this  country  : 

"  Whatever  may  be  the  breed  selected,  the 
proper  housing  of  the  birds  is  of  primary 
importance.  The  essentials  in  this  respect 
are  dryness  of  ground  surface,  cleanliness, 
thorough  ventilation,  and  freedom  from 
extreme  cold  or  draught.  Nothing  so  thor- 
oughly undermines  the  constitutions  of  fowls 
as  continual  standing  about  on  a  damp  sur- 
face, and  confinement  at  night  in  a  close, 
vitiated  atmosphere  is  almost  equally  detri- 
mental. The  larger  the  covered  houses  and 
sheds  are  the  better  it  will  be  for  the  birds, 
provided  that  the  above  points  be  attended  to ; 
but  no  amount  of  house  room  or  shedding  will 
compensate  for  neglect  in  these  particulars. 
Roup  and  liver  disease  follow  in  the  train  of 
wet  floors  and  deficient  ventilation  ;  and  even 
though  these  evils  may  not  develop  at  the 
moment,  the  seeds  of  them  are  sown,  and  they 
bear  fruit  in  after  generations." 


Who  Does  the  Supporting  ? 

It  has  long  been  a  mooted  question  as  to 
which  had  existence  first,  the  egg  or  the  hen 
that  is  supposed  to  have  laid  it.  But  to-day, 
says  the  Colorado  Farmer,  it  is  "  an  uncer- 
tain question  whether  the  hen  supports  the 
farmer  or  the  farmer  sujiports  the  hen. 

"  The  l.-tterquestion,  however, is  susceptible 
of  tangible  proofs,  and  we  have  resolved  it 
thus:  Go  intelligently  about  the  matter  of  car- 
ing for  tbe  flock  in  all  things  —  feed,  drink, 
shelter,  exercise,  cleanliness.  This  means 
better  support  for  the  farmer  for  money  and 
labor  invested  than  he  can  otherwise  get  from 
a  like  investment." 


Illustrated  Ten  Cent  Standards. 

The  suggestion  in  .January  loth  Farm-Poul- 
try, for  ten  cent  Standards  of  each  class  or 
breed,  seems  to  me  to  be  most  excellent.  I 
■would  add  another  suggestion,  and  that  is  to 
illustrate  each  breed — not  with  an  ideal  or 
imaginary  delineation,  as  each  breeder  may 
have  his  own  ideal — but  with  a  portrait  of  some 
high-scoring  bird,  such  as  those  in  February 
1st  issue  of  Farm- Poultry.  Then  give  points 
of  each  part  from  comb  to  tail,  and  the  total 
number  of  markings  as  judged  at  some  exhi- 
bition, and  noting  where  it  falls  short  of  the 
required  points  in  the  Standard  of  Perfection, 
and  why.  This,  it  seems  to  me,  would  be 
educational  and  therefore  valuable.  The  name 
of  l)reeder  or  bird  need  not  necessarily  be 
given,  the  idea  being  merely  to  show  a  good 
specimen  and  give  its  value  in  points.

The  Sex  of  Eggs. 

The  following  clipping  I  have  taken  from 
the  Country  G^eyitleman,  on  the  way  of  telling 
the  sex  of  eggs  before  incubation : 

"  I  wish  to  thank  S.  G.  C,  who,  on  p.  913, 
Country  Gentleman  of  ls93,  advised  me 
regarding  the  selection  of  eggs  for  hatching 
pullets.  For  the  past  two  years  I  have  had  a 
few  pullets  to  sell,  instead  of  being  obliged  to 
buy;  e.g.,  in  a  flock  of  twenty-nme  chickens 
hatched  from  eggs  thus  selected  there  were 
sixteen  pullets,  wbile  iu  a  brood  of  thirteen, 
where  the  hen  hid  her  nest,  there  are  but  four.

It  seems  odd  that  the  people  who  read  tbe 
papers  cannot  lean  that  the  germ  of  the  egg  is 
contained  in  the  yolk,  and  is  even  smaller  than 
a  pin-head  before  incubation  starts.  Hence, 
unless  one  can  define  the  organs  of  the  germ, 
it  is  impossible  to  tell  whether  it  is  male  or 
female. 

To  look  at  the  shell  or  tbe  air-bubble  in  the 
large  end  (I  believe  some  people  claim  to  tell 
that  way)  is  like  looking  at  the  outside  of  a 
barn  to  tell  what  kind  of  a  horse  is  in  it.  I 
have  been  breeding  poultry  for  eleven  years, 
and  during  that  time  have  experimented  in 
all  branches  of  the  business,  Iiut  have  yet  to 
find  a  sure  way  of  hatching  pullets  or  cockerels 
as  the  fancy  seized  me. 

There  is  one  thing  I  have  tried  and  found 
nearly  always  successful,  and  that  is  to  pick 
out  a  pen  of  vigorous,  healthy  pullets,  not  over 
a  year  old,  and  mate  them  to  a  two  year  old 
cock  (who  has  been  with  hens  before).  At 
the  beginning,  and  up  to  about  the  middle  of 
the  season  pullets  will  predominate  from  eggs 
laid  by  this  pen,  for  tbe  pullets  being  more 
vigorous  than  the  old  cock,  would  transmit 
their  characteristics  to  their  young.  Of 
course,  there  are  "  ifs  "  in  this  method,  but 
not  nearly  so  many  as  are  in  the  above  clip- 
ping, which  I  am  glad  to  send  Farm-Poultry.

Feeding  Rack  for  Poultry. 

Not  seeing  any  description  in  Farm-Poul- 
try" of  a  feeding  rack,  I  will  explain  how  I 
make  mine : 

For  the  bottom  I  take  a  board  one  inch  thick, 
six  inches  wide,  and  six  feet  long.  Ends,  one 
inch  thick,  six  inches  wide,  and  eighteen 
inches  long.  These  I  nail  solid  to  the  ends 
of  the  bottom;  their  ends  flush  with  under- 
side of  bottom.  Two  strips  half-inch  thick 
and  four  inches  wide,  I  nail  to  the  edges  of 
the  bottom,  thus  making  a  trough  three  inches 
deep,  with  ends  seventeen  inches  high. 

I  then  take  strips  quarter-inch  thick,  three 
inches  wide,  and  eighteen  inches  long,  pointed 
at  upper  end,  and  nail  them  to  the  sides  ef  the 
trough,  leaving  a  space  l>etween  pickets  of  one 
and  a  half  inches  for  chicks,  or  two  inches  for 
fowls. 

This  gives  a  complete  and  durable  feed  rack, 
where  the  weak  have  equal  chance  with  the 
strong,  and  no  waste  of  feed.  I  begin  to  feed 
in  the  rack  when  chicks  are  about  six  weeks 
old,  and  continue  to  the  end.  All  wet  feed  is 
given  in  the  racks.  I  always  feed  fowls  and 
chicks  separate.  J.  W.  Philips.

Poultry  in  Pennsylvania. 

The  Philadelphia  Ledger  says : 

"  According  to  reliable  statistics,  the  total 
value  of  chickens  in  this  state  in  1890  was 
about  $10,500,000;  the  value  of  other  fowls  — 
turkeys,  geese,  ducks  and  guineas — about 
$1,000,000,  and  in  the  same  year  about  50,500,- 
000  dozen  eggs  were  produced  by  all  these 
fowls.  Assuming  that  the  eggs  were  worth 
an  average  of  15  cents  a  dozen,  the  total  pro- 
duct of  hen  fruit  had  a  market  value  of  over 
$7,500,000.  The  poultry  industry  is  steadily 
increasing  in  our  state,  as  statistics  show  that 
from  1880  to  1890  the  Increase  in  the  money- 
value  of  chickens  alone  was  considerably  over 
$3,.500,000,  and  the  increase  of  eggsof  all  fowls 
was  over  15,000,000  dozens.  Secretary  Edge, 
of  the  department  of  agriculture,  recognizing 
the  great  importance  of  this  profitable  and 
growing  industry,  has  determined  to  place  iu 
the  hands  of  the  Pennsylvania  farmers  and 
poultry  raisers  information  which  will  be  of 
value  to  them  concerning  the  successful  rear- 
ing of  poultry.  With  this  object  in  view  the 
state  veterinarian  and  the  economic  zoologist 
are  now  preparing  an  exhaustive  bulletin  on 
'  The  Diseases  of  Poultry  and  the  Furred  and 
Feathered  Enemies  of  Domestic  Fowls,'  to  l)e 
distributed  gratuitously  to  all  who  may  ask 
for  it.  It  will  probably  not  be  issued  before 
May  of  this  year."

Progeny  of  a  Year. 

We  are  sometimes  lalled  to  aeooiint  for 
?tatemeuts  we  make,  aud  perhaps  uo  cue 
:i>st  rtion  we  ever  made  has  given  rise  to  more 
:  .ul'ts  and  anrnments  than  the  one  we  are 
i;oiusr  to  t:dk  al>out  now. 

We  h.ive  always  olaimed  that  a  vigorous  pair 
of  pigeons  of  any  variety  except  toy,  will  breed 
and  raise  from  six  to  ten  pairs  of  squabs  per 
year,  and  very  many  are  the  lellers  we  receive 
contradicting  this  fact,  and  undoubtedly  the 
experiences  of  the  writers  ju.>tify  tuch  a 
course ;  but  any  contrailiction  does  not  tend  to 
lessen  the  truth  or  possibility  of  the  fact  —  but 
much  depends  upon  the  adaptability  of  the 
breeiler  and  owner  of  pigeons  in  question. 

Patience  is  a  very  essential  quality  and 
virtue  in  the  make  up  of  a  ^ucccssful  squab 
breeiler.  Many  men  buy  a  pair  of  pigeons,  put 
them  in  a  c<x)p.  and  in  a  very  little  while 
l>et-ome  impatient ;  their  pigeons  have  not  laid 
yet,  though  they  seem  to  be  nesting.  They 
remove  them  to  another  coop,  may  l>e,  only  to 
lind  in  a  few  days  an  egg  laid  on  the  floor  of 
new  quarters,  and  in  all  pro!ial)ility  broken. 
They  write  to  some  paper,  My  pigeons  lay 
their  eggs  on  the  floor,  and  won't  sit  on  them. 
Ple;ise  tell  me  why  it  is."  Another  man  is 
working  in  the  coop  with  hanuner  and  saw 
more  than  he  should,  thus  keeping  birds  in  a 
state  of  nn settlement.  Still  another  is  contin- 
ually studying,  and  concludes,  far  too  often, 
"  If  that  black  and  white  hen  wa.s  mated  to 
th.st  grizzle  cock  bird  1  am  sure  they  would 
breed  better  s<juabs."  AVatch  his  coops  and 
results — very  few  squabs,  and  no  satisfaction 
M  either  stock  or  owner.  3Ien  to  be  entirely 
-uceessful  in  breeding  squabs  for  market, 
must  l>e  men  who  arrange  details  in  season 
and  give  every  proper  thought  and  attention, 
allowing  only  such  changes  to  be  made  as 
could  not  have  been  made  at  a  more  season- 
aide  time. 

A  pair  of  vigorous  birds  of  any  variety, 
should  and  will  breetl  frf)m  six  to  ten  pairs  of 
young  in  a  season  of  twelve  months.  AVe 
allow  two  months  for  change  of  coat — the  other 
ten  months  they  should  be  attending  to  pa- 
rental duties — and  they  will,  if  not  interfered 
with.  It  is  necessary  after  two  years  steady 
Work  of  this  kind,  to  issue  orders  for  tempor- 
ary divorce,  and  such  breeders  should  be  sepa- 
rated for  a  perif>d  of  at  least  six  months  out  of 
thirty-six,  and  when  recuperated,  should  be 
returned  to  the  sntne  cote  to  again  breed 
together,  unless  greater  advantages  are  to  be 
obtained  by  a  change  of  matings. 

During  this  period  of  separation  feed  liber- 
ally of  stimulating  food.  A  tonic  of  sulphate 
of  iron  in  drinking  water  improves  the  system 
and  increases  vigor  for  future  usefulness. 

We  consider  the  following  varieties  all  capa- 
ble, and  by  nature  called  upon  to  increase  the 
pigeon  family  at  least  seven  to  ten  times  in  one 
year:  Homers.  Dragoons,  Florentines,  Fan- 
tails,  Long  Faced  Tumblers,  Eunts  of  all  varie- 
ties, Scandaroons,  Horseman,  and  a  few  of  the 
long  faced  toy  varieties,  such  as  .Jacobins, 
Pouters,  Xuns,  Archangels,  aud  some  few 
other  varieties. 

Here  seems  a  fitting  opportunity  to  give  a 
letter  received  a  few  days  ago,  as  surely  if  we 
cannot  believe  the  truth  and  actual  experi- 
ence, we  cannot  believe  ourselves. 

"  3Ir.  Editor :  —  Three  years  ago  I  purchased 
from  you  aEed  Chequer  hen,  which  I  am  sorry 
to  say  has  come  to  an  untimely  cud,  having 
been  killed  by  a  stray  cat.  I  have  sixteen 
birds  now  breeding,  that  I  bred  from  her  last 
year,  so  you  can  tell  how  sorry  I  was  to  lose 
her.  If  all  birds  are  as  good  as  she  was  they 
are  all  ri  rht,  for  though  I  keep  eighty  pairs  of 
squab  b.-eeders,  and  all  are  good  breeders,  she 
was  one  of  the  surest  in  the  loft,  and  when  the 
Wright  hen  as  we  called  her,  laid,  you  could 
bet  on  a  big  pair  of  squabs  for  market  every 


time.  I  have  been  sorry  many  times  that  I 
did  not  order  a  lot  when  I  bought  her,  as  I 
spent  large  sums  of  money  with  other  parties, 
got  poor  stock.  All  that  has  prevcntetl  my 
getting  more  from  you  has  been  the  express 
charges.  I  paid  Oru-.  express  on  that  one  bird, 
though  I  should  have  been  far  better  olf  not  to 
have  considered  the  charges  anything,  as  she 
has  bred  birds  enough  to  have  almost  bought 
out  the  expressman ;  and  T  have  proved  beyond 
a  doubt  vigorous  Homers  of  proper  matings 
will,  as  you  say,  breed  sixteen  and  sometimes 
eighteen  good  fat  squabs  in  a  year,  that  will 
sell  for  a  good  price,  G.  B.  S. 

Pittsburg,  Pa." 

The  above  letter  verities  our  claim,  and 
though  there  is  but  one  bird  referred  to,  we 
have  in  our  own  coops  any  quaiuity  of  equally 
prolilic  breeders,  and  we  can  find  lots  in  other 
coops;  and  when  Homers  do  not  breed  more 
than  four  or  five  pairs  of  young  in  a  year,  the 
fault  is  with  the  owner  or  his  birds,  and  not 
with  nature's  laws.

Heat  Plan  of  Coop.

1  liavc  lia<]  considcralflc  suc- 
ct-'ss  witlt  a  plan  iliat  lias  been  in  use  in  luy  loft  fur  a 
nnmberof  years,  hut  having  acted  with  j>rolit  upon 
every  hint  I  have  taken  from  Farm-Poulthy,  I 
Itelleve  you  must  liave  best  ideas  of  arrangements.

The  various  circumstances  connected  with 
places  pigeons  are  apt  to  be  kept  under,  makes 
it  very  difficult  to  adhere  to  anyone  plan,  as 
they  are  at  times  kept  in  a  barn  loft,  then  again 
in  coops  on  ground — an<I  we  know  of  a  coop 
in  Providence,  R.  I.,  that  is  in  one  comer  of  a 
basement,  and  means  of  exit  for  the  birds 
through  an  iron  grated  cellar  window ;  but  a 
general  idea  may  be  formed  if  we  take  for 
illustration  a  building  12  feet  square  and  fit  it 
up.  We  shall  order  boards  for  nesting  places 
12  inches  wide,  12  ft.  long,  and  have  coop  as 
hiirh  or  low  as  we  care  to  have  it;  only  we 
shall  not  allow  space  enough  in  tojj  to  admit  of 
birds  flying  high  enough  to  be  out  of  our 
reach  when  we  want  to  catch  one.  We  shall 
fit  up  three  sides,  if  building  faces  south  to 
roof;  we  shall  use  the  north,  west  and  east 
siiles  for  nest  shelves.  We  measure  eight 
in<;hes  from  floor;  here  we  tacTc  cleats  all 
around  for  first  nest  shelf  to  rest  upon.  Xow 
every  ten  inches  tack  another  cleat  all  around, 
except  south  side.  This  brings  ournest shelves 
ten  inches  apart.  Xow  lay  boards  one  above 
another  on  the  cleats.  We  are  now  ready  for 
partitions,  which  we  shall  cut  to  fit  between 
nest  shelves,  making  compartments  every 
twelve  inches.  This  space  admits  a  nine-inch 
earthen  pan  comfortably  for  nest.  We  now 
get  some  six  inch  boards,  and  sitcw  on  two 
hinges  for  front  of  compartments.  This 
affords  seclusion,  and  Ieu\es  six  inches  for 
entrance  to  nests.  By  putting  tliis  board  on 
hinges  it  is  easily  opened,  aud  nests  can  be 
cleaned  perfectly  after  young  leave  them.  An 
ordinary  screw  eye  and  hook  secures  the  face 
strip,  and  with  some  tobacco  stems  for  nest 
material,  and  some  sand  and  grit  on  floor,  we 
are  ready  for  perches,  which  we  shall  make 
Y  shape  upside  down,  and  tack  up  all  over 
the  south  side,  except  on  the  window-.  This

Simple  Lianguage  Wanted. 

When  Farm-Poultky  said  that  the  average 
reader  of  a  poultry  or  agricultural  paper  is 
not  a  college  student;  and  while  probably 
possessing  more  genuine  intellect,  smartness, 
or  grit — whatever  you  may  call  it — they  are 
not  "  way  up  "  in  the  technicalities — the  "  sci- 
entific "  people  raised  their  hands  in  holy 
horror.  But  the  fact  has  not  been  changed 
one  bit.  All  the  leading  agricultural  papers 
are  endorsing  the  same  views  Far.m-Poultry 
expressed  :  "  plain  language  for  plain  people." 

The  "  bone  of  contention"  has  been  the 
recent  bulletin  issued  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  on  "  Infectious 
Diseases  Among  Poultry." 

In  the  January  loth  issue  we  gave  the  testi- 
mony of  Farm  and  Fireside.  In  the  Febru- 
ary loth  number  we  quoted  the  Rural  Nein 
Yorker.  And  now  we  will  add  the  verdict 
of  Farm  Journal,  that  sprightly  little  agri- 
cultural paper  that  uses  brevity  in  its  remarks, 
but  what  it  says  speaks  volumes. 

Farm-Poultry  does  not  discredit  the  value 
of  this  bulletin  —  but  how  are  the  "plain 
people  "  to  get  at  it?  But  this  is  what  Farm 
Journal  says: 

"  The  United  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture has  issued  a  90-page  pamphlet  upon  the 
Infectious  Diseases  among  Poultry,  which  is 
Bulletin  No.  8  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Indus- 
try. We  welcome  this  attempt  on  the  part 
of  the  department  to  aid  an  important  and 
growing  industry.  We  however,  venture 
to  suggest  that  the  scientists  who  report  the 
results  of  their  investigations,  in  the  future 
study  to  simplify  their  language  so  that  the 
common  people  can  understand  and  profit  by 
what  they  write.  It  is,  of  course,  assumed 
that  they  write  for  the  benefit  of  poultry 
keepers,  and  not  to  exhibit  their  own  erudi- 
tion. Even  the  editor  (?)  had  to  refer  to  a 
dictionary  in  order  to  read  intelligently  the 
following  paragraph  found  on  the  tenth  page : 

"  In  the  early  stages  of  the  invasion  the 
adenoid  tissue  between  the  tubules  and  in  the 
subinucosa  becomes  greatly  increased,  owing 
to  the  presence  of  large  number  of  micropara- 
sites  of  round  or  slightly  oval  outline  and  from 
6  to  10  u  in  diameter,  which  stimulate  the 
proliferation  of  the  tissue  cells.  Numerous 
mitoses  have  been  seen  in  this  stage.  The 
parasites  seem  to  occupy  the  meshes  of  the 
adenoid  tissue  either  singly  or  in  groups  or 
nests.  In  these  meshes  they  are  soon  enveloped 
in  cells  acting  as  phagocytes,  so  that  the 
appearance  of  an  intracellular  habitat  of  the 
parasites  is  suggested." 

Can  we  blame  the  farmer  when  he  draws  a 
long  breath,  adjusts  his  spectacles,  and  asks : 
"What  does  it  mean?" 

Echoes  From  the  A.  P.  A. 

All  sorts  of  hints,  notes,  etc.,  have  reached 
Farm-Poultry  since  the  last  A.  P.  A.  meet- 
ing at  Washington.  President  Forsyth  did 
not  get  there,  and  we  understand  was  also 
absent  the  year  before  when  he  was  elected, 
making  him  a  "  presiding  officer  that  did  not 
preside."  That's  Jimmie !  Colonel  Robert  A. 
Bruden  got  as  far  as  New  York,  but  did  not 
reach  Washington.  This  was  a  sad  mistake, 
and  prevented  the  meeting  from  opening  with 
prayer,  as  in  days  of  old.  And  Mr.  Jacobs 
got  to  the  meeting  minus  his  high  hat,  and 
lacking  his  old-time  Corbelt-Fitzsimmons  pro- 
clivities. And  editor  Ben  Pierce  failed  to  turn 
up  to  give  his  experience  in  editing  Standards. 
Modesty  has  overtaken  Uncle  Ben  —  for  he 
point  blank  refused  to  tell  his  age  to  editor 
Bates  of  the  American  Poultry  Journal. 
And  "  Clear  Grit"  Orr  is  now  secretary  —  and 
our  old  friend  Brown  will  command  the  forces. 
Well,  the  A.  P.  A.  is  improving,—  but  the 
wheels  of  justice  need  just  a  little  more  oil  — 
and  prayer. 

All  In  One  Breath. 

Col.  Robert  A.  Braden,  of  the  Ohio  Poultry 
Journal,  isn't  anything  if  he  isn't  original. 
The  last  issue  of  his  most  excellent  publication 
"  blows  both  hot  and  cold  "  on  the  feed  ques- 
tion—  and  here  it  is: 

The  first  paragraph  is  rather  ironical  — 
some  of  Robert's  insinuations :

"  Feeding  for  eggs  and  for  increase  in  flesh 
requires  as  great  a  difference  in  kind  and 
quality  of  feed  as  does  the  feeding  of  a  cow  for 
milk  or  for  the  butcher." 

And  now  it  remains  for  Colonel  Braden  to 
state  that  corn  is  an  egg  food,  and  wheat  the 
very  best  fattening  grain  1

armoosin'  reading."  First,  Old  Imperial  No. 
300  is  faithfully  illustrated,  and  the  intervievy 
the  junior  editor  had  with  Uncle  Isaac  tells  all 
about  this  wonderful  bird.  Then  follows  Mr. 
Felch's  description  of  the  land  along  the 
Pacific  borders  wi  itten  in  that  pleasant  and 
instructive  vein  so  characteristic  of  Uncle 
when  he  wants  to  be  good.  There  is  certainly 
a  mine  of  valuable  information  in  that  article; 
and  we  are  glad  that  we  have  secured  it. 
Following  this  is  an  account  of  Uncle  Isaac 
honored  along  the  coast,  boiled  down  from  the 
Spokane  papers  sent  us.  And  if  our  Uncle 
has  grown  two  feet  taller  in  consequence  of 
the  ovations  received  on  that  long  trip,  we 
cannot  blame  him.

"Michael  K.  Boyer,  Dear  Sir: — You  well 
know  the  quality  of  our  turkeys  as  show 
birds;  and  now  we  want  you  to  try  their  eat- 
ing qualities.  I  ship  you  today  by  express 
one  turkey  hatched  2Sth  or  29th  of  June  last. 
Compliments  of  E.  JI.  &  W.  Ferguson. 
Yours  truly, 

J.  F.  Crangle,  Manager." 

We  had  hardly  finished  reading  the  letter 
when  the  turkey  arrived,  dressed  and  drawn. 
It  was  a  Mammoth  Bronze,  and  must  have 
weighed  twenty  pounds  alive. 

Of  course  the  editor's  stomach  was  reached, 
and  such  eating !  We  cannot  describe  it,  and 
we  say  without  hesitation,  if  a  Fishers  Island 
Bronze  turkey  scores  90  in  the  show  room, 
she  will  reach  100  when  you  get  it  on  the  table. 
Of  course,  again  oft'  goes  Boyer's  hat,  and 
if  the  ears  of  E.  M.  &  W.  Ferguson,  or 
their  100-point  manager,  Crangle,  tingled  on 
Sunday,  the  8th  Inst.,  at  about  two  o'clock 
p.  m.,  they  will  now  know  that  at  that  time 
the  junior  editor  and  his  family  were  mak- 
ing serious  inroads  on  that  carcass,  and  with 
each  mouthful  gave  the  verdict,  "  about  the 
finest  turkey  we  ever  had ;  and  would  score 
very  highly  on  even  the  president's  table."

The  type  is  smaller,  the  illustrations  better, 
and  the  matter  more  entertaining  and  instruct- 
ive than  in  any  former  issue.  Editor  Curtis 
is  a  young  man  yet,  but  he  has  an  old  head  on 
his  shoulders,  and  fully  able  to  make  the  old 
editors  hustle. 

Well,  keep  on  improving,  gentlemen, Farm- 
Poultry  wishes  you  heaps  of  glory  and  cash. 

AVhom  to  Patronize. 

That  irrepressible  Southern  Poultry  .Jour- 
nal, of  Neches,  Texas,  in  its  February  issue 
gives  this  sound  advice : 

"  We  advise  our  readers  as  did  the  immortal 
Hurlburt,  the  same  Hurlburt  who  once 
'raised'  turkeys  in  North  Carolina  —  when 
you  want  an  incubator,go  to  an  incubator  man 
for  it ;  a  poultry  journal,  go  to  the  publisher  of 
a  journal  for  it;  horse  and  cattle  powders,  a 
condiment,  a  gentle  stimulant  for  chickens, 
that  makes  hens  lay  when  eggs  are  highest,  go 
to  the  Sheridan  Horse  and  Cattle  Powder 
people  for  it;  and  when  you  want  poultry,  go 
to  a  poultry  breeder  for  them." 

That  good  free  advertisement  the  "  Sheridan 
people"  certainly  appreciate;  the  endorse- 
ment, without  a  doubt,  comes  from  undisputed 
authority. 


A  Reply  to  lie  Bert. 

A.  H.  Burr,  inventor  and  manufacturer  of 
incubators,  brooders,  etc.,  Omaha,  Neb., 
writes : 

"  Enclosed  find  a  small  circular  describing 
Mr.  Le  Bert's,  (of  Hamilton,  Ohio),  idea  of  a 
perfectly  regulated  incubator,  as  per  Farm- 
Poultry  of  February  loth.  I  have  letters 
patent  and  patents  pending  at  the  patent  office, 
covering  my  entire  outfit.  He  says  there  is  no 
such  thing  at  present,  and  giving  his  ideas  to 
the  public.  I  should  think  by  his  description 
he  had  taken  it  direct  from  my  invention.  The 
cut  on  my  letterhead  is  my  latest  improved 
100-egg  size." 

We  have  carefully  looked  over  the  circular 
which  Mr.  Burr  enclosed,  and  while  it  does 
give  a  number  of  points  which  Le  Bert  sug- 
gested in  his  article,  we  hardly  think  he  can 
be  accused  of  copying  his  ideas  from  Mr.  Burr's 
invention.  On  the  other  hand,  we  never  saw 
a  description  that  generally  fits  a  machine  bet- 
ter than  what  it  did  the  Plymouth  incubator, 
manufactured  by  Messrs.  Nesmith  &  Coffin, 
of  Reading,  Mass.,  although  the  Plymouth 
does  not  have  a  battery  to  regulate  it.  Farm- 
Poultry  should  be  glad  to  have  Mr.  Burr 
come  out  in  a  general  article  showing  wherein 
Le  Bert  has  used  his  machine  to  describe  what 
he  believed  to  be  a  perfect  incubator.  And 
we  would  be  glad  to  get  the  opinion  of  others 
on  the  same  subject,  as  it  is  a  matter  that  very 
much  concerns  the  success  of  artificial  incuba- 
tion. 

Old  and  Young  Editors. 

The  old  editors  have  taken  on  new  life. 
Such  old  standbys  as  editors  Holmes,  Stod- 
dard, Pierce,  Harker,  Braden,  Bates,  Jacobs 
and  McReynoIds,  are  still  with  us — and  the 
way  they  are  hustling  matters  makes  one 
believe  they  are  still  in  their  teens.  But,  gentle 
reader,  they  are  not.  They  are  old  men  with 
young  hearts  and  progressive  minds.  The 
young  scribes  of  the  fraternity  are  Dreven- 
stedt, Curtis,  Atherton,  Hamilton,  Downs, 
Barnes,  Munger,  Branday,  Darrow,  DePuy 
— and,  of  course,  Mrs.  Judy.  We  may  have 
missed  some;  if  we  have  it  is  because  we  do 
not  know  their  age.  What  we  wanted  to  say, 
is,  that  while  the  young  editors — not  "new" 
editors,  mind  you — are  working  like  beavers 
to  take  the  front  seats,  these  venerable  old 
gentlemen  are  simply  reminding  them  of  the 
fact  that  the  time  to  step  in  old  men's  shoes 
is  after  the  old  men  are  dead.  "Modesty" 
prevents  us  from  classifying  the  Farm-Poul- 
try editors  (according  to  age),  so  we  will 
stand  back  and  simply  "  hiss  'em  on "  to 
renewed  efforts.  And,  gentlemen  (and  lady) 
the  more  you  improve  your  already  good 
papers  the  more  attractive  will  you  make 
Farm-Poultry.   That's  what  we  are  after. 

Boston  vs.  New  York.

While  the  work  is  replete  witb 
valuable  information  for  the  farmer,  it  has 
little  or  nothing  to  say  on  poultry  matters 
beyond  the  announcement  that  several  experi- 
ments will  shortly  be  published  in  bulletin 
form.  If  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  of 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  would 
appoint  .such  men  as  Prof.  Wheeler,  of  the 
New  York  station,  and  Prof.  Cushman,  of  the 
Rhode  Island  station,  we  could  get  more  facts 
without  so  much  "'  dictionary."  "  Plain 
language  for  plain  people,"  is  our  motto.

Fifty  per  cent  is  a  good  average  in  hatching 
with  an  incubator. 

Crop  Boltis^d.— (O.  B.  S.,  New  York) :  A 
correspondent  tells  how  be  cures  crop  bound, 
on  page  69,  Februai'y  15th  issue. 

About  Floors.— (Miss  L.  A.  H.,  Ter- 
mont) :  An  earth  floor,  if  it  can  be  kept  free 
from  dampness  is  better  than  a  board  one. 

Eelatioxship.— (M.  V.  D.,New  Jersey): 
It  will  not  hurt  to  mate  rehitioaship  the  first 
3'ear ;  but  it  is  not  safe  to  do  so  thereafter. 

O.  K.  Food.— (A.  G.  S.,  New  Hampshire) : 
Never  having  fed  the  O.  K.  Food,  we  are 
unable  to  state  what  quantity  to  give.  Better 
write  the  manufacturers. 

KEEpmG  A  Dozen  Fowls.— (E.  E.  W., 
Mass.) :  For  best  results  a  dozen  fowls  .should 
have  a  house  about  10  x  10  feet,  and  a  run  ten 
times  that  amount. 

Egg  FjUiming.- (E.  H.,  New  York) :  It 
costs  about  one  cent  each  to  produce  eggs. 

Egg  Testers.— (J.  F.  T.,  Ohio)  :  The 
style  of  egg  testers  you  want  can  be  had  by 
addressing  the  Prairie  State  Incubator  Co., 
Homer  City,  Pa. ;  or  the  Pineland  Incubator 
Co.,  Jamesburg,  N.  J. 

Two  Males.— (C.  W.  H.,  New  York) :  It 
never  pays  to  run  two  males  in  the  same  flock. 
Let  one  at  a  time  with  the  hens;  and  if  you 
change  males  every  night  you  will  have  better 
fertility  of  eggs. 

Scaly  Legs.— (W.  E.,  Mass.) :  Wash 
daily  with  castile  soap  and  warm  water,  after 
which  anoint  with  a  preparation  made  of 
equal  parts  of  kerosene  and  melted  lard.  One 
scaly  legged  bird  in  a  flock  is  apt  to  communi- 
cate the  disease  to  the  rest. 

Broilers.— (E.  H.,  New  York):  Broilers 
for  the  New  York  market  must  be  shipped 
dressed. 

Cooling  Eggs.— (S.  K.,  Mass.):  Begin 
cooling  the  eggs  on  the  fourth  day ;  slightly  at 
first,  gradually  increasing  the  time  as  the 
hatch  progresses,  to  ten  to  thirty  minutes  the 
last  week  of  incubation,  according  to  outside 
temperature,  by  leaving  the  doors  of  machine 
open.  But  do  not  cool  below  eighty-five 
degrees. 

Reducing  Fat.— (Q.  M.,  Mass.) :  Give 
plain  bran  in  tlie  morning,  moistened  with 
warm  water  so  as  to  be  crumbly.  At  noon 
scatter  some  wheat  or  oats  among  litter  so  the 
hens  will  scratch,  and  about  an  hour  before 
roosting  time  give  them  more  grain  among 
litter.  Keep  a  cabbage  head  hanging  in  the 
house,  so  the  fowls  can  help  themselves  at 
will.

Mr.  EditDr:— To  what  extent  does  the  score,  as 
sliowu  by  score  cards,  iniluence  tlie  placing  of  awards 
at  poultry  sliows;  aud  how  cau  1st,  2d.  and  3d  places 
be  given  to  hens  scoring  93,  91|,  and  88,  respectively, 
and  a  hen  in  adjoining  pen  scoring  921  not  taking  any- 
thing?

The  score"  card  controls  exclusively  the 
awards;  the  highest  scoi-e  wins.  The  ease 
cited  shows  clearly  a  mistake,  loss  of  a  card, 
or  our  correspondent  is  representing  a  score 
received  at  some  other  time  or  place  than  the 
show  in  question.  Often  a  pullet  may  score 
92j  as  such,  and  one  year  after,  as  a  hen,  have 
bred  out  of  shape,  and  so  drained  and  weak- 
ened by  egg  production  as  to  lose  in  color  also. 
She,  as  a  hen,  may  score  even  less  than  88 
points.  But,  as  a  rule,  there  is  generally  2^ 
points  diff'ereuce  in  a  pullet's  score  and  that 
which  she  will  receive  one  year  after  asahen. 
In  the  case  named  there  is  clearly  a  mistake,  or 
a  disqualification  found  after  the  specimen 
was  scored,  in  which  case  the  card  should 
have  been  destroyed.

About  Use  of  Ashes  and  Lime. 

Mr.  Editor:— I  notice  in  the  February  1st  issue  the 
reply  to  a  subscriber  is  not  to  use  wood  ashes  to  mix 
with  the  droppings.  Then,  a  little  further  down,  ''do 
not  use  ashes  or  lime,  as  they  free  the  ammonia;"  use 
land  plaster.  In  the  preceding  number  the  direction 
is  clearly  given  to  mix  the  droppings  with  ashes.  I 
cannot  quote  the  exact  words,  as  the  papers  are  at 
home.  Perhaps  the  idea  is  that  wood  ashes  free  the 
ammonia,  and  thai  the  single  word  "  ashes  "  refers  to 
"wood  ashes,"  previ<nisly  mentioned.  But  the  effect 
of  the  answer  to  a  reader  is  clearly  that  ashes  (wood 
or  coal)  free  Ihe  ammonia,  which  contradicts  the 
advice  given  in  the  previous  number.  Wliich  is  right?

The  advice  given  in  the  January  loth  issue 
recites  an  actual  experience  of  the  under- 
signed, viz.,  mixing  the  hen  manure  with  coal 
ashes  for  a  good  fertilizer  around  trees,  vege- 
tables or  flowers.  The  writer  never  used 
plaster,  not  that  he  did  not  believe  in  its  use, 
but  past  experience  has  taught  him  that  sifted 
coal  ashes  would  bring  about  the  same  effect. 

The  answer  to  the  correspondent  in  the 
February  1st  issue,  was  written  by  the  senior 
editor,  and  we  presume  he  means  "  wood 
ashes,"  as  they  will  free  the  ammonia;  but 
coal  ashes  will  not.  The  writer  does  not 
believe  that  "  lime  will  free  the  ammonia  into 
the  air  to  the  injury  of  the  fowls  that  have  to 
bi-eathe  it."  For  six  years  we  sprinkled  air- 
slaked  lime  over  the  droppings  boards,  after 
removing  the  droppings.  The  next  morning 
the  lime  was,  of  course,  scraped  ofi"  with  the 
manure,  and  new  put  on.  The  droppings  and 
lime  that  were  thus  picked  up  were  dumped 
into  a  barrel  until  needed  for  a  fertilizer, 
when  they  were  mixed  with  equal  parts  of 
sifted  coal  ashes.  During  all  those  six  years 
the  lime  did  not  "free  the  ammonia  into  the 
air  to  the  injury  of  the  fowls  that  had  to 
breathe  it."  On  the  contrary,  the  slightest 
odor  could  not  be  noticed  in  that  house,  and 
we  never  could  discover  the  least  injury  that 
the  fowls  received  from  the  use  of  the  lime. 

Those  who  do  not  wish  to  use  air-slaked 
lime  can  sprinkle  the  droppings  boards  with 
sifted  coal  ashes,  or  even  road  dust.  But  we 
prefer  the  lime,  if  no  other  reason,  from  the 
fact  that  it  kills  impurities  of  the  air,  and 
makes  the  house  a  more  healthful  habitation 
for  the  fowls  to  roost  in  at  night.— M.  K. 
Boyer. 


Breeding  and  Judging  Brown  leghorns. 

Mr.  Editor;— Is  the  black  stripe  in  the  hackle  and 
saddle  of  Brown  Leghorns  worth  breeding? 

2d.  Is  it  possible  for  a  Brown  Leghorn  cockerel  to 
score  95  to  96  points  without  any  stripe  at  all? 

These  questions  arise  from  attending  a  large  show 
and  seeing  two  prominent  judges  score  Brown  Leghorn 
males  with  necks  and  backs  that  would  win  in  color 
for  a  Black  Breasted  Red  Game,  and  only  cut  one 
point  in  each  for  lack  of  any  stripe  in  each  feather^  as 
called  for  in  the  Standard. 

At  another  show  a  prominent  judge  cut  one  of  the 
finest  striped  liackle  and  saddle  one  point  each,  and 
when  he  was  asked  for  his  reason,  replied:  *'The 
shafting  of  the  feathers  showed  some  bay  color."  As 
it  is  generally  cut  one  point  in  female  backs,  suppose 
he  was  justified  in  cutting  the  same  defect  in  males. 

Now,  if  it  is  proper  to  cut  one  point  only  for  lack  ol 
any  stripe,  and  also  proper  to  cut  one  point  for  any 
color  but  black  in  shafting,  where  is  the  gain?  The 
black  stripe  in  the  saddle  is  almost  an  impossibility 
without  a  trace  of  bay  in  the  shafting. 

I  would  like  these  questions  answered  by  the  editors 
of  Farm-Poultry,  and  would  also  like  to  see  them 
discussed  by  judges  and  breeders  generally.

So  long  as  the  Standard  demands  that  a 
hackle  be  striped  with  black,  it  is  folly  to 
think  of  winning  without  it.  Better  colored 
pullets,  however,  are  begotten  by  males  with 
golden  bay  saddles,  free  from  a  black  stripe. 
To  require  a  stripe  in  saddle,  we  think  is  a 
mistake,  and  a  detriment  to  the  breed. 

2d.  We  do  not  think  it  possible  for  a  male 
to  score  even  944,  to  say  nothing  of  95  or  9G; 
for  if  the  Standard  demands  half  the  neck 
color  black,  if  missing  2^  points  are  gone  in 
that  cut  alone.  No,  it  is  impossible  for  a  male 
to  score  96  with  no  stripe  in  hackle  and  saddle. 

There  is  no  law  found  in  the  Standard  why 
a  cut  for  a  bay  or  rich  brown  shaft  to  feather 
sliould  be  made.  The  colors  of  a  female  are  a 
rich  brown  penciled  in  with  a  dark  brown. 
The  shaft  can  be  of  either  color  or  both,  and 
the  females  showing  the  shaft  of  the  lighter 
color  are  generally  the  best  general  color 
throughout.  Some  judges  may  cut,  but  they 
can  show  no  law  for  it.  In  the  male  the 
saddle  color  is  a  rich  or  orange  bay,  striped 
with  black. 

Judge  Felch  says:  "If  ending  in  a  black 
point,  I  know  of  no  law  to  cut  if  the  shaft  be 
of  the  bay  color."

Mr.  E>liior:— I  tiave  a  flvvk  of  Wluie  Plymouth 
Rocks,  mud  wishing  to  jret  some  fresh  blood,  seui  an  ay 
for  four  pallets  «nd  a  cockerel.  My  fowls  have  always 
been  healthy,  bAve  a  good  warm  house,  plenty  of  fresh 
water,  sravel,  etc. 

When  I  took  the  poultry  out  of  the  box  1  notlce^l 
that  the  cockerel  acted  as  tbouyli  it  w.is  h.tr»i  work 
for  turn  to  breathe,  and  kept  makiuj;  a  noise  as  though 
be  bad  sooieihiu^  in  his  wiudpii>e,  breathing  with  his 
mouth  open,  and  making  a  queer  uoiseevery  breath. 

The  next  moroiug  when  1  went  out  to  feed  them  one 
of  the  hens  was  sick  the  same  way,  only  worse,  with 
oneeye swollen  so  she  could  not  see  out  of  it.  It 
seemed  to  be  full  of  froth.  The  swelling  has  gone 
down  some,  but  her  breathing  is  jtist  as  bad.  This 
nK>rning  three  more  are  very  bad.  These  hist  are 
some  of  my  own  fowls,  and  were  never  sick  before. 
The  test  of  them  act  as  though  they  were  all  golug  to 
be  In  tbe  same  condition. 

What  is  the  trouble,  and  what  Is  the  remedy? 

Eurke,  X.  Y.  Mrs.  L.  B. 

One  great  mist.tke  th.it  beginners  generally 
make  iu  buying  fowls  is  to  at  ouce  put  ibem 
with  their  own  birils.  New  stock  should  be 
placed  in  quarantine  for  about  two  weeks,  so 
that  it  can  be  fully  iletermineil  if  they  are  in 
good  health.  From  the  way  our  inquirer 
writes  we  iufer  that  she  at  once  placed  the 
new  arrivals  with  her  stock,  and  that,  too, 
after  knowing  that  the  cockerel  was  not  iu 
good  condition. 

The  new  birds,  no  doubt,  caught  cold  eu 
route,  and  this  developed  into  canker,  swelled 
bead,  and  other  prominent  symptoms  of  roup, 
which  were  quickly  conveyed  to  the  rest  of 
the  flock. 

The  best  treatment  we  know  of  Is  to  wash 
the  head  and  eyes,  and  swab  out  the  mouth 
and  throat  with  diluted  solution  of  chlorate  of 
potash  and  alum,  equal  parts,  containing  one- 
half  »vater,  and  remove  the  ulcers  with  a  quill. 
Then  apply  powdered  borax  to  the  places  left 
bare,  to  be  repeated  twice  a  day.  Should  no 
canker  be  found  iu  the  mouth,  then  prepare  a 
mixture  of  one  tablespoonful  of  Johnson's 
Anodyne  Liniment,  one  teaspoonful  of  spirits 
of  turpentine,  and  four  tablespoonfuls  of 
water.  Put  the  mixture  in  a  sewing  machine 
oil  can.  When  using,  warm  slightly,  and 
shake  well.  Three  times  a  day  inject  two 
to  four  drops  of  the  mixture  iu  each  nostril, 
and  force  twenty  drops  down  the  throat.  Of 
course,  keep  the  sick  birds  from  the  well  ones. 


Cramps,  Rheumatism  or  Leg  Weakness. 

Mr.  Editor;— I  have  alien  that  cannot  walk.  Her 
head  is  red.  and  she  eats  all  right.   What  shall  1  do? 
Gretnsl>oro,  Pa.  E.  G. 

The  symptoms  of  these  three  complaints 
are  the  same,  or  very  much  alike,  but  tbe 
causes  are  different.  Cramps  are  but  tempo- 
rary, and  are  best  prevented  by  having  dry 
hoQses.  Board  floors  often  ^ive  this  trouble 
to  chicks.  Rheumatism  and  leg  weakness  are 
almost  identical,  caused  by  exposure  to  cold 
or  wet,  or  roosting  in  damp  cold  houses  or 
places.  Rheumatism,  however,  has  more  or 
less  connection  with  a  bad  condition  of  the 
blood.  Leg  weakness  may  come  from  inbreed- 
ing, but  generally  from  too  high  feeding, 
which  increases  the  weight  of  tbe  body  out  of 
proportion  to  the  muscular  strength  of  the 
limbs.  Especially  is  this  so  with  Cochins  and 
Brahmas. 

Cramps  hardly  need  any  doctoring.  Remove 
the  cause  and  put  a  little  Condition  Powder  in 
the  soft  food.  For  rheumatism,  the  bird  must 
be  removed  to  a  dry  place  and  given  a  bed  of 
straw  or  soft  hay.  Give  nourishing  food, 
and  bathe  the  legs  and  feet  with  Johnson's 
Anodyne  Liniment  at  least  twice  a  day.  Iu 
starting  to  treat  this  disease  it  is  well  to  give 
a  good  liver  pill,  like  Parsons'  Purgative,  each 
night  for  three  nights  in  succession.  Also,  a 
little  cooked  meat  fed  daily  will  greatly  assist. 
For  leg  weakness  the  same  treatment  can  be 
given  as  advised  iu  rheumatism,  with  the 
exception  tnat  in  bad  cases  give  a  pill  twice  a 
day  composed  of  onegrain  of  sulphate  of  iron, 
five  grains  of  phosphate  of  lime,  and  a  half 
grain  of  quinine. 


Packing  Eggs  for  Hatching. 

Mr.  Editor :— What  do  you  consider  the  best  w-ay  of 
packing  eggs  for  iiatching  purposes— whether  in 
boxes  or  baskets  ?  I  should  much  prefer  somethin;< 
of  an  economical  nature,  that  I  could  turn  out  myself, 
or  liave  made  here,  although  I  generally  consider  the 
l)tst  the  cheapest  in  the  long  run.  W.  A.  J.

We  presume  our  correspondent  means  pack- 
ing eggs  for  shipment — and  we  will  say  that 
in  a  personal  experience  of  a  number  of  years 
in  this,  we  have  found  the  baskets  to  be  the 
best.    We  put  a  layer  of  bran  in  the  bottom 


of  the  basket,  and  after  wrapping  each  egg  fii 
a  piece  of  paper,  stood  inein  on  ends  in  this 
bran.  Then  we  packed  bran  all  around  the 
eggs,  and  filled  up  the  basket  with  it.  On  lop 
we  sewed  a  piece  of  white  muslin  on  whicli 
we  previously  sewed  the  shipping  direction-. 
We  cannot  now  recall  a  single  complaint  lli;ii 
evercaiue  from  that  method.  Tbe  common 
grape  baskets  were  used. 


Making  Pullets  l.ay. 

Mr.  Editor:— I  should  like  to  have  some  pointers  on 
making  i>ullets  lay.  I  have  some  tine  birds,  from  eggs 
l.tld  by  large  hens,  but  of  no  particular  breed,  bred  to 
a  pure  While  Wyandotte  male.  The  pullets  were 
hatche<l  in  March,  and  I  fully  c.xpecteil  them  to  lay  iu 
October  or  November;  but  though  they  attalueil  a 
large  size  by  that  time,  they  did  not  begin  to  lay  until 
the  7th  of  Feliruary.  They  had  a  good  house,  iileiity 
of  shel'er  in  bad  weather,  a  mash  each  morning,  and 
grain  iu  the  evening,  together  with  scraps  which 
usuallv  come  from  the  kitchen  of  a  family  of  average 
size.  W.  i:.  O.

To  have  winter-laying  pullets,  it  is  not  alone 
necessary  to  hatch  them  early  in  spring,  but 
from  chick  up  they  must  be  fed  and  cared  for 
with  that  purpose  in  view.  To  grow  pullets 
in  enclosures  and  feed  them  heavy,  will  not 
make  layers.  Instead  of  growing  bone  and 
muscle,  fat  is  being  formed,  and  the  pullet's 
condition  is  not  lit  for  the  making  of  eggs. 
Growing  stock  birds  should  have  an  unlimited 
range,  a  chance  to  get  all  the  fresh  grass  and 
bugs  that  a  field  or  oicliard  can  afford.  A 
mash  iu  tlie  morning  containing  such  ingredi- 
ents as  are  fruitful  in  the  growth  of  bone  ami 
muscle  must  not  be  neglected,  and  wheat  at 
night,  varied  with  cracked  corn,  should  be  the 
bill  of  fare.  AVith  good  feed  and  exercise  the 
pullet  is  gradually  built  for  a  winter  egg  pro- 
ducer, and  she  is  a  success.  But  if  iudilVcr- 
eully  cared  for,  they  will  be  slow  at  starting 
to  lay,  and  generally  poor  layers  when  they 
do  start. 

To  secure  a  uniform  lot  of  winter  layers, 
too,  the  pullets  should  either  bt  of  one  breed 
or  of  one  cross.  A  mixed  up  lot  of  bloods 
will  not  do.  Dungbill  fowls,  (while  there  are 
exceptions),  are  usually  risky,  and  no  suc- 
cessful poultry  farm  was  ever  built  up  with 
other  than  good  stock. 


A  Qnestion  of  Mating- 

Mr.  Editor:- When  two  or  more  cocks  are  put  Into 
a  pen  containing  thirty  or  more  hens,  will  they  not 
divide  up  that  flock  into  families,  each  cock  ruling  a 
certain  number  of  the  bens?  Or,  w^ill  they  Intermingle 
promiscuously? 

If  two  or  more  cocks  of  the  same  or  different  breeds 
could  be  crossed  ujion  the  same  hen  within  a  limited 
space  of  time,  w'ould  ItalTect  the  fecundation  of  the 
immediately  subsequent  egg  or  eggs?  The  reason  1 
ask  this  is  because  there  has  been  a  discu&slon  in  which 
it  was  claimed  that  a  cow  covered  by  two  bulls  of 
dllTerent  bree<Is  could  not  be  made  to  bear  a  calf.  The 
object  of  this  experiment  was  to  breed  a  calf  which 
should  be  a  cross  betweeu  the  two  bulls  and  the  cow. 

Is  It  not  considered  a  fact  that  throughout  the 
animal  kingd(>m  females  are  sterile  so  long  as  they 
are  In  frequent  copulation  with  several  males?  If  so, 
does  It  also  apply  to  poultry  ? 

I  should  like  to  hear  from  you  on  these  questions,  as 
It  may  have  some  bearing  on  the  frequent  changing 
of  cocks  from  one  pen  to  another.  G.  P.

Two  cocks  In  one  yard  will  generally  be 
found  to  have  each  his  favorites  or  hens  that 
will  roam  with  hitn;  but  both  will  act  indis- 
criminately iu  the  flocks. 

The  egg  would  be  affected  by  the  sperma- 
tozoa of  whichever  cock  happened  to  get 
possession  of  the  ovum.  The  fourth  egg  laid 
after  being  penned  with  either  separately,  or 
with  an  entirely  new  male  of  a  vigorous, 
healthy  make,  would  hatch  after  the  last  male 
penned.  If  taken  from  a  harem  and  penned 
by  herself,  the  eggs  laid  inside  of  ten  days 
would  be  fertile.  But  as  these  sperms  live  in 
the  oviduct  only  ten  days,  the  newly  ejected 
one  being  the  most  vigorous,  controls  the 
situation ;  to  that  extent,  it  is  safe  to  say,  the 
above  is  a  fact. 

But  the  mammal  and  feathered  races  are 
not  parallel  cases,  nor  is  the  supposition  otir 
correspondent  names  a  fact  for  the  ovaries 
taken  possession  of  will  expel  all  weaker 
germs.  If  the  cow  shed  two  ovaries,  there 
might  be  a  chance  of  the  twins  being  con- 
ceived from  each  of  the  bulls.  Tbe  very  fad 
that  there  are  twins  proves  that  more  than 
one  sperm  is  transmitted  in  copulation. 

No,  it  is  not  a  fact  that  females  in  copula- 
tion with  two  or  more  males  are  sterile.  They 
conceive  from  one  only.  Constant  copulation, 
however,  may  cause  abortion.

— and  it  is  this  haphazard  breeding  by  many 
fanciers  that  is  ruining  the  stamina  of  the 
thoroughbred  race.  We  are  more  than  pleased 
with  the  method  followed  by  I.  K.  Felch  in 
breeding  along  one  family  line — and  which 
he  so  clearly  sets  forth  in  his  breeding  chart.

First  Feed  for  Chickens. 

Mr.  Editor:— What  is  the  best  feed  for  chickens 
just  hatched?

Some  start  with  rolled  oats;  some  give 
canary  seed;  some  give  cracked  wheat;  and 
some  make  a  cake,  the  recipe  for  which  we 
have  repeatedly  given  in  Farm-Poultry. 
Bread  crumb.-;,  too,  are  often  given.  It  is  a 
mistake,  however,  to  give  newly-hatched 
chicks  corn  meal.  And  it  is  equally  a  mis- 
take to  give  them  hard-boiled  eggs.  The 
former  is  too  heating  and  binding,  while  the 
latter  will  produce  bowel  troubles. 


Fee<llng  Bone  Meal. 

Mr.  Editor:- How  often  should  ground  bone  be 
given  fowls,  and  in  what  way  ?  W.  E. 

Bourne,  Mass. 

Since  the  introducing  of  green  bone  mills, 
bone  meal  is  not  used  by  most  poultrymen,  the 
former  in  every  way  being  better.  Ground 
bone  can  be  fed  daily  in  the  morning  mash, 
and  is  better  than  no  bone  at  all.  We  should 
allow  about  a  quarterof  an  ounce  to  each  fowl. 

Feeding  for  Sitters. 

Mr.  Editor:  —  Do  you  think  that  wheat  fed  hens  will 
make  them  sit  as  quickly  as  when  given  corn  ? 
Bourne,  Mass.  W.  E. 

The  theory  of  feeding  hens  to  make  sitters 
was  pretty  clearly  demonstrated  in  Hammon- 
ton,  N.  J.,  by  a  series  of  experiments.  The 
hens  were  fattened  by  feeding  corn,  meat, 
boiled  potatoes,  and  other  fattening  food. 
When  in  this  condition  they  generally  became 
broody.  Wheat  not  being  of  a  fattening 
nature,  would  hardly  do  for  this  experiment. 


Bunch  on  Foot. 

Mr.  Editor:— I  have  just  purchased  a  Plymouth 
Ruck  cockerel  on  which  a  small  bunch  has  comeon  its 
one  toot.  "When  he  walks  he  lifts  it  up  as  a  horse 
would  with  springhalt.  What  is  the  remedy,  and 
cause  of  this?  N.  P. 

riainfleld,Vt. 

Probably  a  case  of  bumble  foot  — a  hard 
swelling  like  a  corn.  We  should  advise  that 
you  wash  the  foot  well  with  castile  soap  and 
warm  water,  and  after  dry  paint  the  bunch 
freely  with  tincture  of  iodine.  Flying  from 
high  roosts,  trees,  etc.,  and  alighting  on  a 
pebble  or  some  sharp  substance  generally 
causes  it. 

Keeping  Eggs  for  Hatching. 

Mr.  Editor:— How  long  would  you  keep  eggs  that 
you  wanted  for  hatching?  And  what  is  the  best  way 
to  keep  them  ?  W,  E. 

Bourne,  Mass. 

Eggs  can  safely  be  kept  from  three  to  four 
weeks,  and  hatch  well.  Diff'erent  methods  are 
used.  Some  poultrymen  keep  them  standing 
on  ends  in  bran,  turning  them  every  other 
day;  others  put  them  in  egg  crates  and  turn 
every  day  or  two;  while  etill  others  merely 
place  them  in  boxes  or  baskets  on  their  sides. 
They  should  be  kept  in  a  cool,  uot  cold,  place. 
We  have  found  the  regular  egg  crates  as  good 
a  plan  as  any,  and  believe  that  better  success 
can  be  had  by  turning  the  eggs  every  day  or 
two.  It  does  not  pay  to  keep  eggs  too  long; 
the  fresher  they  are  the  easier  will  they  hatch, 
and  the  stronger  will  be  the  young. 


The  Value  of  Leghorns. 

Mr.  Editor:— How  do  you  class  the  Single  Comb 
Brown  Leghorns  tor  both  laying  and  eating?  What 
breeds  do  you  consider  better?  A.  N.  S.

The  Single  Comb  Brown  Leghorns  are  con- 
ceded to  be  the  heaviest  layers  we  have,  but 
they  are  only  ordinary  as  table  fowls.  Where 
one  wants  a  general  purpose  breed,  we  should 
say  take  such  as  the  Wyandotte,  or  Plymouth 
Korks,  or  Langshans. 


Glass  in  Scratching  Sheds. 

Mr.  Editor:— I  would  like  your  opinion  as  to  open 
scratching  pens.  Would  uot  glass  slides  do  as  well  as 
muslin,  if  a  wire  screen  would  be  put  in  front  to  pre- 
vent the  fowls  from  going  out?  Then  one  could  slide 
them  open  in  clear  weather,  and  close  them  at  night 
and  during  stormy  weather.  H.  M.  W.

Certainly,  glass  will  do  just  as  well  in  the 
scratching  sheds  as  muslin;  only  the  latter  is 
a  much  cheaper  method,  and  has  the  same 
effect.  Glass  would  let  in  more  sun  than  the 
muslin,  and  there  might  be  some  advantage  in 
using  it  for  that  purpose. 


A  Whistling  Sound. 

M- .  Editor:— I  have  a  hen  and  a  rooster  that  make 
a  whistling  sound.  Can  you  tell  me  what  is  the 
matter?  H.  A.  B.

This  is  a  cold  which  has  settled  in  the 
bronchial  tubes.  We  should  put  about  five 
drops  of  aconite  in  a  quart  of  drinking  water, 
and  give  two  or  three  drops  of  Johnson's 
Anodyne  Liniment  in  a  teaspoonful  of  glycer- 
ine, daily.  Also,  every  other  evening  give  a 
feed  of  chopped  onions.  Separate  the  birds 
from  the  well  ones,  and  keep  them  in  a  warm, 
dry  place  until  cured. 


Feeding  Tested  Eggs. 

Mr.  Editor:  — How  long  may  eggs  remain  under  a 
ben,  and  be  fit  to  teed  to  laying  hens  or  chicks  ? 
So.  Lyndeboro,  N.  H.  D.  P. 

An  egg  that  is  perfectly  clear,  or  not  fertile, 
could  remain  under  the  hen  for  three  weeks 
and  be  fit  to  feed  to  fowls  or  chickens.  Eggs 
where  the  germs  have  started  and  died,  it 
would  be  best  not  to  feed  after  one  week 
incubation.  The  writer  always  tested  the 
eggs  under  hens,  and  those  perfectly  clear  or 
having  died  during  the  first  week,  at  once 
went  into  the  morning  mash. 


Feather-Pulling  Vice. 

Mr.  Editor:— Will  you  please  inform  me  what  will 
stop  hens  from  pulling  and  eating  feathers,  as  I  have 
a  Brown  Leghorn  hen  that  is  pulling  all  the  feathers 
out  of  the  rooster's  neck?  F.  H.

The  very  best  plan  would  be  to  kill  that 
hen,  and  then  grease  the  neck  of  the  rooster 
with  vaseline,  or  tar.  When  the  vice  is  once 
acquired  it  is  very  diflicult  to  cure.  Besides, 
the  same  mischief  is  readily  taught  the  other 
hens.  Idleness  and  crowded  quarters  are  the 
leading  causes  for  this  trouble. 

High  Temperature  in  the  Incubator. 

Mr.  Editor:— What  heat  will  kill  the  chick  or  spoil 
the  egg  the  first  week  of  incubation?  Does  108  or  110 
degrees  destroy  them  ?  M.  E.  W.

The  first  week  the  eggs  can  stand  considera- 
ble variation,  but  any  temperature  over  106 
degrees  is  injurious,  and  if  continued  any 
length  of  time  will  kill  the  chicks  in  the  eggs. 
A  temperature  of  110  degrees  may  remain  so 
for  two  hours  and  not  kill  the  hatch,  but  it 
will  so  weaken  the  chicks  that  they  will  not 
be  worth  much. 

Animal  Meal  and  Worms. 

Mr.  Editor:— Will  animal  meal  cause  any  kind  of 
worms?  E.  H.

The  meal  being  cooked,  we  can  see  no  reason 
why  it  should  be  the  cause  of  worms  in  poul- 
try. Of  course,  like  all  meats  and  meat  meals, 
it  should  be  fed  judiciously.

Mr.  Editor:— Will  you  please  inform  me  through 
your  pai>er  wliat  the  Standard  Is  for  Rose  Comb 
Brown  Leghorns,  especially  as  regards  weight,  color 
of  legs  and  earlobcs?

There  is  no  Standard  weight  for  . Leghorns. 
The  legs,  in  color  should  be  a  bright  yellow, 
and  the  earlobes  a  white  or  creamy  white. 

Ducks  Die  Suddenly. 

Mr.  Editor:— About  two  months  vtso  I  purchased 
ten  Pek in  ducks  that  were  apparently  in  good  condi- 
tion. Since  they  came  into  my  hands  I  have  lost  four. 
They  suddenly  become  weak  in  their  legs,  droop  their 
wings,  and  die  within  four  or  five  days.  1  have  two 
more  sick  ones  on  my  hands.  Can  you  tell  me  the 
cause  of  this?  W.  D.

Ducks  are  subject  to  few  diseases  The 
trouble  in  question  might  be  assigned  to  the 
condition  of  the  stock.  When  too  fat  they  are 
apt  to  be  attacked  with  vertigo,  which  would 
kill  them.  Or,  if  their  quarters  are  damp, 
that  may  be  the  cause.  Neither  old  nor  young 
ducks  can  stand  dampness.  By  ascertaining 
the  cause,  the  remedy  will  be  apparent.

1,218  eggs  from  them.  In  1895  I  had  fifteen 
hens  (eight  common  and  seven  Leghorns)  and 
received  2,0.38  eggs.  Having  received  a  much 
larger  average  in  189.5  than  1894, 1  place  it  to 
the  credit  of  the  Leghorns.  This  year  I  have 
ten  common  hens  and  forty  Leghorns,  and  for 
the  month  of  January  received  three  hundred 
and  ninety-six  eggs.  I  feed  com  and  wheat 
in  the  morning;  bread  and  bran  mash  at 
noon;  and  corn  and  wheat  for  supper.  Oyster 
shells  and  Bowker's  meal  are  also  fed  them. 

I  would  like  to  say  that  I  agree  with  you  in 
regard  to  the  ten  cent  Standard,  I  have  a 
numljer  of  friends  who  would  purchase  one 
on  their  particular  breed.

Wyandotte-Brahma  Cross. 

Mr.  Editor:  —  Last  spring  I  bad  six  good 
Brabma  pullets,  and  I  mated  them  to  a  small 
sized  White  Wyandotte  cockerel.  He  was  a 
very  lively  bird,  aud  the  eggs  hatched  fine. 
I  raised  fifty  chicks,  thirty  of  which  were  pul- 
lets. Fifteen  of  thelotresemljled  Wyandottes, 
and  fifteen  looked  more  like  Brahmas.  I  liave 
them  in  my  best  building,  divided  so  that  those 
resembling  Brahmas  are  by  themselves,  and 
those  looking  like  Wyandottes  are  alone. 
The  Brahmas  were  about  four  weeks  behind 
their  sisters  in  commencing  to  lay,  but  now 
both  pens  are  doing  great  laying. 

I  have  a  large  pure  White  Plymouth  Rock 
cockerel  running  with  the  AVyandotte  pullets, 
and  a  first-class  Wyandotte  cockerel  with  the 
Brahmas.  Now  would  you,  Mr.  Editor,  use 
the  eggs  from  these  pullets  for  hatching,  and 
if  not,  what  would  be  the  objection?

[There  is  no  reason  why  you  should  not 
incubate  the  eggs  for  table  poultry,  as  the  pul- 
lets by  hatching  time  will  be  sufficiently 
matured.  But  why  did  you  not  mate  the 
Wyandotte  cockerel  with  the  pullets  that  so 
closely  resembled  the  AVyandotte  purebreds? 
You  could  in  that  way  have  gradually  worked 
the  crossbreds  into  parebreds. —  Ed.] 

How  He  Handled  Koup  Symptoms. 

Mr.  Editor:— FAHM-PoULTiiy  to  hand  and 
eagerly  read.  On  page74,  I  notice  your  reply 
to  E.  H.  C.  His  case  is  identical  to  one  I 
recently  bad.  I  had  a  flock  of  eleven  AVbite 
Plymouth  Rock  pullets  and  a  cockerel  in  a 
house,  and  all  of  a  sudden  one  pullet  became 
wheezy,  aud  her  eyes  swelled.  In  less  than 
three  days  all  eleven  of  the  pullets  became  the 
same  way.  Some  were  stone  blind,  and  the 
noise  they  made  was  hoarse. 

Now,  you  say  there  must  be  a  crack  or  knot- 
hole where  a  draught  of  air  blew  on  them. 
In  my  case  this  could  not  be,  as  my  house  is 
covered  all  sides  and  roof  with  Neponset 
paper,  and  positively  air  proof.  I  conceived 
the  idea  there  was  not  ventilation  enough,  so 
made  a  draught  in  my  house,  but  over  the 
birds.  Then  I  swabbed  their  throats  with 
tincture  of  iron,  with  a  feather,  and  at  once 
gave  Empire  roup  cure,  as  directed.  In  less 
than  a  week  all  were  right  again.  I  also 
greased  the  swollen  parts  with  carbolized 
vaseline. 

I  have  no  interest  in  this  roup  cure;  do  not 
sell  it,  but  say  this  for  benefit  of  those  who 
may  have  a  like  trouble.  D.  L.  S.

The  thermometer  has  been  as  low  as  22 
degrees  below  zero,  outside,  and  we  have  had 
high  winds,  with  two  or  three  days  rain,  and 
yet  I  only  lost  five  since  Januai-y  6th.  I 
believe  If  it  was  run  under  a  shed  every  chick 
could  be  raised. 

I  feed,  the  first  week,  dry  bread  crumbled 
up,  and  milk  to  drink.  After  that  a  Ilttis 
green  bone,  wheat,  and  a  little  table  scraps.
